To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Our  Town  Beaches  continue  to  be  well  patronized  and 
requests  have  been  received  for  more  Town  beaches. 

From  the  records  of  the  Building  Inspector  it  is  found 
that  145  permits  for  building  were  issued  in  1950.  It  is 
believed  the  Building  and  Fire  Prevention  By-Law  has  kept 
construction,  sanitation  and  other  important  factors  at  a 
high  level. 

The  progress  made  by  the  Planning  Board  during  1950 
has  been  very  satisfactory.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs, 
to  meet  in  the  Exchange  Hall  in  said  Town  on  Monday,  Feb¬ 
ruary  12,  1951,  at  7  :00  A.M.,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the 
following  articles : — 

Polls  will  be  open  at  7  A.M.,  and  may  close  at  2  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following  Town 
Officers  and  Committees :  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer, 
Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year;  one  Selectman,  Overseer 
of  Public  Welfare  and  Board  of  Health,  for  three  years; 
one  Assessor  for  three  years;  three  Herring  Committee  for 
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one  year;  one  Recreation  Committee  for  one  year,  one  Re¬ 
creation  Committee  for  two  years,  one  Recreation  Commit¬ 
tee  for  three  years*  one  Recreation  Committee  for  four  years, 
one  Recreation  Committee  for  five  years;  three  Constables 
for  one  year ;  one  Trustee  of  Brooks  Library  for  three  years ; 
one  Park  Commissioner  for  three  years;  Moderator  for  one 
year;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years;  Surveyor 
of  Highways  for  one  year ;  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for 
three  years ;  one  Trustee  Caleb  Chase  Fund  for  one  year ; 
one  Trustee  Caleb  Chase  Fund  for  two  years,  one  Trustee 
Caleb  Chase  Fund  for  three  years. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  and  Com¬ 
mittees. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1951, 
and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefore  payable  within  one 
year  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a 
period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17, 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  report  of  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  for  the  year  1950’. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  expenses  for  the  ensueing  year  and  to  act  fully 
thereon. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  salaries 
of  the  elected  Town  Officers  for  the  year  1951  and  to  appro¬ 
priate  money  therefor. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds 
in  the  Treasury,  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90,  Highway 
Maintenance,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereon. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  with  whatever  State 
and  County  funds  are  available  under  Chapter  90,  Road 
Construction,  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
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Article  9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  the  Herring  Fisheries  for  the  year  1951  and  to 
act  fnlly  thereon. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  purchase  or  take  by  eminent 
domain  in  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof 
of  a  certain  piece  of  registered  property  located  in  West 
Harwich  now  or  formerly  known  as  the  Edwardina  Gleason 
property  under  Certificate  of  Title  No.  3203  and  shown  on 
Land  Court  Plan  No.  14737A  recorded  in  Barnstable  -  Barn¬ 
stable  County  Deeds,  said  property  to  be  used  for  a  Town 
Beach. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  lay  out  a  Common  Landing  leading  southerly 
from  Braddock  Street  to  Nantucket  Sound  between  the 
properties  of  Van  Iderstine  and  Smyser. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  lay  out  a 
Common  Landing  on  Herring  River  at  the  easterly  end  of 
Smith  Street. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  re¬ 
moving  the  rocks  and  posts  and  improving  the  Town  Beach 
at  the  foot  of  Pleasant  Road,  West  Harwich. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($260.00),  to 
purchase  a  loud  speaking  system  complete  to  be  used  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  such  Town 
affairs  as  they  deem  advisable. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  provide  for  new 
Town  Offices  for  all  Town  Officials  and  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  making 
Assesssors’  Maps  and  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  the 
appointment  of  a  Town  Surveyor,  to  pay  his  salary,  office 
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help  and  expenses,  said  Surveyor’s  services  to  be  available 
to  all  Town  Departments. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  provide  for  the 
purchase  of  suitable  markers  to  be  placed  in  certain  squares 
within  the  Town  of  Harwich  commemorating  the  sons  of 
the  Town  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  service  of  their  country 
(By  request  of  the  American  Legion). 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Moderator  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  three  to  investigate 
the  purchase  of  a  Town  Forest  and  to  report  to  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  assume  liability  in 
the  manner  provided  by  Section  29  of  Chapter  91  of  the 
General  Laws  for  all  damages  that  may  be  incurred  by 
work  to  be  performed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  Massachusetts  for  the  improvement,  development,  main¬ 
tenance  and  protection  of  rivers,  harbors,  tide  waters  and 
foreshores,  in  accordance  with  Section  11  of  Chapter  91  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute 
and  deliver  a  bond  of  indemnity  therefor  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00), 
for  the  purpose  of  dredging  the  channel  at  Wytchmere 
Harbor,  Harwich  Port,  said  sum  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  any  funds  allocated  by  the  Department  of  Ptfblic 
Works,  Division  of  Waterways. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000.00), 
to  dredge  the  mouth  and  channel  of  Allen’s  Harbor,  the 
money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  such  amount  allocated 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Division  of  Water¬ 
ways,  or  otherwise  in  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen,  and 
to  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00), 
for  the  purpose  of  dredging  a  channel  at  the  mouth  of 
Herring  River,  West  Harwich,  said  sum  to  be  used  in  con- 
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junction  with  any  money  contributed  by  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  or  private  subscription  and  to  act 
fully  thereon. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  truck  for  the 
Water  Department  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  to  sell  or  trade  a  truck  now  in  use  and  to 
apply  the  money  received  against  the  purchase  of  the  new 
truck. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  the  Water  Department 
Construction  Account  for  extending  water  mains  and  ap¬ 
purtenances  including  engineering  services  in  such  ways, 
public  or  private,  as  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
shall  determine. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00), 
to  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  ex¬ 
tending  water  mains  where  requested,  providing  the  esti¬ 
mated  income  is  at  least  6  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  installing. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
water  main  on  Lower  County  Road  from  Brooks  Road  west 
a  distance  of  300  feet  more  or  less. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
water  main  on  Sequatucket  Bluffs. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
water  main  on  Great  Western  Road. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
water  main  on  Doane  Road. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
water  main  on  Willow  Street. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
water  main  on  Lower  County  Road  from  Pleasant  Road  east 
to  Mandeville  Road. 

Article  33.  To  see  what  method  the  Town  will  adopt 
for  financing  the  appropriations  which  may  be  voted  for  the 
extension  of  water  mains;  determine  whether  the  appro- 
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priation  shall  be  provided  for  by  taxation,  by  transfer  from 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury  or  by  issuance  of  a  loan. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a 
Department  of  Civil  Defense  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Acts  of  1950  Chapter  639,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE. 
There  is  hereby  established  a  department  of  Civil  Defense 
(hereinafter  called  the  “department”).  It  shall  be  the 
function  of  the  department  to  have  charge  of  civil  defense 
as  defined  in  section  1,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  to 
perform  civil  defense  functions  as  authorized  or  directed 
by  said  chapter  or  by  any  and  all  executive  orders  or  gen¬ 
eral  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  and  to  exercise 
any  authority  delegated  to  it  by  the  governor  under  said 
chapter  639. 

Section  2.  DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE.  The  de¬ 
partment  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  director  of  civil 
defense  (hereinafter  called  the  “director”),  who  shall  be 
appointed  as  prescribed  by  law.  The  director  shall  have 
direct  responsibility  for  the  organization,  administration 
and  operation  of  the  department,  subject  to  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  appointing  authority.  The  director  may, 
within  the  limits  of  the  amount  appropriated  therefor  ap¬ 
point  such  clerks,  experts  and  other  assistants  as  the  work 
of  the  department  may  require,  and  may  remove  them.  The 
director  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  appointing  authority,  and  may  make  such 
expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  effectively  the 
purposes  of  chapter  639  of  the  Acts  of  1950. 

The  director  shall  also  have  authority  to  appoint  dis¬ 
trict  co-ordinators  as  may  accept  and  may  receive,  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  Town,  services,  equipment,  supplies,  materials  or 
funds  by  way  of  gift,  grant  or  loan,  for  purposes  of  civil 
defense,  offered  by  the  federal  government  or  any  agency 
or  officer  thereof  or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  subject 
to  the  terms  of  the  offer  and  the  rules  and  regulations,  if 
any,  of  the  agency  making  the  offer.  The  director  shall 
cause  appropriate  records  to  be  kept  of  all  matters  relating 
to  such  gifts,  grants  or  loans. 

Section  3.  CIVIL  DEFENSE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL. 


There  is  hereby  established  a  civil  defense  advisory  council 
(hereinafter  called  the  “council”).  Said  Council  shall  serve 
without  pay  and  shall  consist  of  the  director  of  civil  defense, 
such  other  department  heads  and  such  other  persons  as  the 
authority  appointing  the  director  may  deem  necessary. 
Such  member  of  said  council  as  said  appointing  Authority 
shall  designate  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  said  council. 
Said  Council  shall  serve  subject  to  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  appointing  authority  and  the  director  on  matters 
pertaining  to  civil  defense. 

Section  4.  POLICE  AID  TO  OTHER  CITIES  AND 
TOWNS  IN  EVENT  OF  RIOTS  OR  OTHER  VIOLENCE 
THEREIN.  The  Police  department  is  hereby  authorized 
to  go  to  aid  another  city  or  town  at  the  request  of  said  city 
or  town  in  the  suppression  of  riots  or  other  forms  of  vio¬ 
lence  therein. 

Secton  5.  TERMINATION  OF  BY-LAW.  This  By-Law 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue  during  the  effective 
period  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  any  act  in  ammend- 
ment  or  continuation  thereof  or  substitution  therefor. 

Section  6.  DEFINITION.  All  references  to  chapter  639, 
Acts  of  1950,  as  now  in  force,  shall  be  applicable  to  any 
act  or  acts  in  ammendment  or  continuation  of  or  substitu¬ 
tion  for  said  Chapter  639. 

The  foregoing  has  been  approved  as  to  form  by  the 
Attorney  General  as  to  provisions  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of 
1950. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00), 
to  carry  out  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Civil  Defense, 
and  to  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Nineteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,900.00), 
to  complete  the  heating  system  in  the  Fire  Station,  and  to 
act  fully  thereon. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00), 
for  needed  repairs  on  Engine  4  (Buffalo),  and  to  act  fully 
thereon. 
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Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Select¬ 
men  to  sell  the  coal  boiler  that  was  removed  from  the  Fire 
Station,  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00),  to 
be  expended  for  Recreation  and  Amusement  in  the  form 
of  Baseball. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00),  for 
Band  Concerts  to  be  given  by  the  Chatham  Band  in  Brooks 
Park  in  the  summer  of  1951.

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  One  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00), 
to  be  used  in  all  control  work  against  the  Dutch  Elm  Dis¬ 
ease. 
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Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  expend  the 
refunded  Dog  Tax  for  the  support  of  Brooks  Free  Library 
and  to  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Six  hundred  dollars  ($600.00),  for 
the  purpose  of  repainting  certain  rooms  in  Brooks  Block 
occupied  by  the  2nd  District  Court  and  the  hall  and  stair¬ 
way  leading  to  the  Library. 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  construct  a  side¬ 
walk  on  the  east  side  of  Mansion  Street  in  West  Harwich 
beginning  at  the  State  Highway  and  extending  northerly 
to  Smith  Street  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

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of  the  residence  of  Idella  M.  Bassett  and  proceeding  to 
Pleasant  Bay  Road  near  the  residence  of  Ralph  Brett. 

Article  55.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  lay  out  Percy  Road  in  West  Harwich  as  a 
Town  Way  thirty  (30)  feet  in  width,  and  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  56.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  lay  out  the  following  Ways  as  Town  Ways: 
Satucket  Road;  Ayer  Lane;  Quason  Lane;  Flake  Yard 
Road;  Sequatton  Lane;  Pilgrim  Road;  Woodland  Road; 
Bay  View  Road ;  Harbor  Road  to  Town  Landing ;  Sea  Breeze 
Avenue ;  Park  Street — the  part  westerly  of  Ocean  Grove ; 
Zylpha  Road;  Ocean  Avenue;  Deep  Hole  Road  and  Lothrop 
Avenue. 

Article  57.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  layout 
of  Woodbine  Lane  leading  from  Meadow  Lane  to  land 
formerly  of  the  Chatham  Branch  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Company,  as  reported  and  recommended  by  the  Selectmen 
under  date  of  January  26,  1951,  and  to  authorize  and  in¬ 
struct  the  Selectmen  to  take  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain 
the  lands,  or  interest  in  the  lands,  within  said  layout,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  this 
purpose. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  layout 
of  Meadow  Lane  leading  from  Park  Street  to  land  formerly 
of  the  Chatham  Branch  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany,  as  reported  and  recommended  by  the  Selectmen  under 
date  of  January  26,  1951,  and  to  authorize  and  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  take  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain  the  lands, 
or  interest  in  the  lands,  within  said  layout,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  this  purpose. 

Article  59.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  relocation 
and  alteration  of  Park  Street  from  Oak  Street  to  Pleasant 
Lake  Avenue,  as  reported  and  recommended  by  the  Select¬ 
men  under  date  of  January  26,  1951,  and  to  authorize  and 
instruct  the  Selectmen  to  take  by  purchase  or  eminent 
domain  the  lands,  or  interest  in  the  lands,  within  said  lay¬ 
out,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
for  this  purpose. 

Article  60.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  relocation 
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and  alteration  and  discontinue  at  the  sections  as  shown  on 
said  plan  Gorham  Road  from  Route  28  to  Bank  Street,  as 
reported  and  recommended  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of 
January  26,  1951,  and  to  authorize  and  instruct  the  Select¬ 
men  to  take  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain  the  lands,  or 
interest  in  the  lands,  within  said  layout,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  this  purpose. 

Article  61.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  relocation 
and  alteration  of  Hoyt  Road  from  Freeman  Street  to  the 
County  Way,  as  reported  and  recommended  by  the  Select¬ 
men  under  date  of  January  26,  1951,  and  to  authorize  and 
instruct  the  Selectmen,  to  take  by  purchase  or  eminent 
domain  the  lands,  or  interest  in  the  lands,  within  said  lay¬ 
out,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
for  this  purpose. 

Article  62.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  layout 
of  Witchmere  Lane  leading  off  of  Miles  Street,  as  reported 
and  recommended  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  January 
26,  1951,  and  to  authorize  and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
take  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain  the  lands,  or  interest 
in  the  lands,  within  said  layout,  and  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  this  purpose. 

Article  63.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  layout 
of  Braddock  Street  in  Harwich  Port,  leading  from  Blank 
Street  to  Bank  Street,  as  reported  and  recommended  by 
the  Selectmen  under  date  of  January  26,  1951,  and  to  au¬ 
thorize  and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  take  by  purchase  or 
eminent  domain  the  lands,  or  interest  in  the  lands,  within 
said  layout,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum 
of  money  for  this  purpose. 

Article  64.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  altera¬ 
tion  of  Kildee  Road  leading  from  Lower  County  Road  to 
Route  28,  as  reported  and  recommended  by  the  Selectmen 
under  date  of  January  26,  1951,  and  to  authorize  and  in¬ 
struct  the  Selectmen  to  take  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain 
the  lands,  or  interest  in  the  lands,  within  said  layout,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  this 
purpose. 

Article  65.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  layout  of 
Mandeville  Road  leading  from  Lower  County  Road  to  land 
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now  or  formerly  of  Ethel  E.  Mandeville,  as  reported  and 
recommended  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  January  26. 
1951,  and  to  authorize  and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  take 
by  purchase  or  eminent  domain  the  lands,  or  interest  in  the 
lands,  within  said  layout,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  suffi¬ 
cient  sum  of  money  for  this  purpose. 

Article  66.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  provide  for  the 
expense  in  the  laying  out,  relocation  and  alteration  of  Town 
Ways. 

Article  67.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
adopt  the  following  by-law : 

An  Ordinance  governing  the  taking  of  Herring 

A.  This  by-law  shall  be  in  effect  only  during  the  year 
in  which  the  herring  rights  are  not  sold. 

1.  Herring  shall  be  taken  from  the  Town  Pool  only. 

2.  The  taking  of  herring  shall  be  restricted  to  residents 
of  the  Town  only. 

3.  Herring  shall  be  taken  by  dipnet  only,  the  use  of  all 
seines  being  excluded. 

4.  The  taking  of  herring  shall  be  on  days  permitted  by 
state  law  and  during  daylight  hours  only. 

5.  Takings  shall  be  limited  to  one  bushel  per  person 
per  day. 

6.  Violation  of  any  of  the  above  provisions  shall  be 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $20.00. 

Article  68.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  adopt 
the  following  By-Law: 

BY-LAW  FOB 

THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  TRAFFIC  COMMISSION 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  Town  of 
Harwich  a  commission  to  consist  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
Department  or  his  representative,  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  or  his  representative,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Park  Commission,  the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  the  Chairman 
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of  the  Planning  Board,  and  two  (2)  committeemen  at  large 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  2.  The  Chief  of  Police,  or  his  representative, 
shall  act  as  the  Chairman  of  said  commission  and  shall  be 
known  as  the  Traffic  Commissioner.  The  members  of  the 
Commission  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services 
as  commissioners,  but  all  expenses  incurred  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town.  All  statutes  and 
ordinances  applicable  generally  to  the  departments  of  the 
Town  shall  apply  to  this  Commission. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  shall  have  exclusive  author¬ 
ity  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend, 
alter  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
general  law  as  modified  by  this  act,  relative  to  vehicular 
street  traffic  in  the  Town,  and  to  the  movement,  stopping  or 
standing  of  vehicles  on,  and  their  exclusion  from,  all  or  any 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  and  parkways,  under  the 
control  of  the  Town,  including  rules  and  regulations  desig¬ 
nating  any  way  or  part  thereof  under  said  control  as  a 
through  way  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
9  of  Chapter  89  of  the  General  Laws,  and  may  prescribe 
penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  the  violation  of 
any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  hereunder. 

Section  4.  No  such  rule  or  regulaton,  except  such 
special  rules  and  regulations  as  are  declared  by  vote  of 
the  Commission  to  be  urgently  required  by  considerations 
of  public  safety  or  convenience  or  such  as  are  of  a  tempor¬ 
ary  nature  and  are  to  be  effective  for  a  period  of  not  more 
than  two  weeks,  shall  take  effect  until  published  for  two 
successive  weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in 
the  Town.  Upon  petition  of  ten  registered  voters  of  the 
Town  relative  to  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  or  proposed 
to  be  adopted  under  this  section,  the  commission  shall  hold 
a  public  hearing  thereon  within  ten  days  after  the  filing 
with  the  commission  of  such  petition,  and  final  action  thereon 
shall  be  determined  only  by  vote  of  a  'majority  of  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  erect,  make  and  maintain,  or  cause  to  be  erected, 
made  and  maintained,  traffic  signs,  signals,  markings  and 
other  devices  for  the  control  of  such  traffic  in  the  Town  and 
for  informing  and  warning  the  public  as  to  rules  and  regula- 
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tions,  adopted  hereunder,  subject,  however,  to  Section  2  of 
Chapter  85  and  to  Sections  8  and  9  of  said  Chapter  89,  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.*  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to 
authorize  the  Commission  to  adopt  any  rule  or  regulation 
excluding  the  buses  or  bus  companies  from  any  way  or  part 
thereof  in  which  it  has  a  location,  or  to  modify  or  limit  any 
power  or  authority  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  or  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  or 
Board  of  Selectmen,  or  heads  of  departments  with  reference 
to  the  issuance  of  licenses  or  permits  for  the  opening,  using 
or  occupying  of  streets  and  sidewalks. 

Article  69.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  adopt, 
as  a  By-Lawr,  the  following  ordinance : 

PROTECTIVE  BY-LAW  FOR 
TOWN  OF  HARWICH,  MASS. 

Section  1.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICTS. 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  40  General  Laws  Sections 
25-30B  and  subsequent  amendments  thereto,  the  town  of 
Harwich  is  hereby  divided  into  two  types  of  Districts 
designated  as:  (a)  Commercial  Districts,  (b)  Residential 
and  Agricultural  Districts.  Above  districts  are  being  lo¬ 
cated  as  shown  on  the  Protective  By-Law  Map  for  West 
Harwich  and  Harwichport  only,  and  is  dated — and  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk.  They  are  as  follows : 

(a)  Commercial  Districts.  Commercial  districts  shall 
extend  not  more  than  two  hundred  (200)  feet  back  from 
street  lines  on  the  following  streets. 

WEST  HARWICH:  1.  State  Highway,  Route  28  (Main 
Street)  from  Dennisport  line  easterly  on  the  north  side  to, 
and  including  Postoffice.  On  South  side  from  Dennisport 
line  to,  and  including  Tripps  Garage. 

2.  State  Highway,  Route  28  (Main  Street)  from  east 
side  of  Lothrop  Street  to  Higgins  Market  opposite  Brooks 
Road  on  the  north  side.  From  River  Road  to  Brooks  Road 
on  the  south  side. 

HARWICHPORT :  3.  State  Highway  Route  28  (Main 
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Street)  from  Higgins  Market  opposite  Brooks  Road  on 
North  side  to  West  line  of  Dr.  Rowley’s  property.  From 
Brooks  Road  on  south  side  to  a  point  two  hundred  (200) 
feet  west  of  Doane  Way. 

4.  Sisson  Road  both  sides  from  Junction  State  Highway 
Route  28  (Main  Street)  northerly  (1000)  one  thousand  feet. 

5.  State  Highway  Route  28  (Main  Street)  from  the 
west  line  of  Cape  Cod  Five  Cent  Savings  Bank  Building  on 
the  north  side,  to  the  east  line  of  Melrose  Inn  Parking  lot. 
From  west  line  of  Stanley  Inn  on  the  south  side,  to  Pine 
Street,  extending  south  to  the  north  side  of  Lower  County 
Road. 

* 

6.  State  Highway  Route  28  (Main  Street)  from  east 
line  of  Pilgrim  Church  property  on  the  south  side,  to  Bay- 
view  Road. 

7.  State  Highway  Route  28  (Main  Street)  from  Carding 
Machine  Brook,  both  sides  to  Gorham  Road  (South  Har¬ 
wich  Line). 

(b)  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts.  Residential 
and  Agricultural  Districts  to  consist  of  all  areas  in  West 
Harwich  and  Harwichport  not  included  in  (a)  Commerical 
Districts. 

Section  2.  USE  REGULATIONS. 

1.  In  Commercial  Districts.  Buildings,  structures  atid 
premises  may  be  used  for  any  lawful  business,  service,  or 
public  utility,  except  Junk  Yards,  Second  Hand  Machinery 
or  Equipment  Yard  storage,  and  in  addition  for  any  in¬ 
dustry  or  manufacturing  if  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards 
where  such  are  deemed  necessary.  Not  more  than  two  (2) 
signs,  other  than  those  which  are  attached  to  and  are  part 
of  the  architectural  design  of  a  building  or  structure,  shall 
be  permitted  on  each  of  these  premises. 

2.  In  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts.  Buildings, 
structures,  and  premises  may  be  used  for  any  lawful  resi¬ 
dential,  municipal,  religious,  educational  or  non-profit  re¬ 
creational  purpose,  and  in  addition  in  the  area  north  of 
State  Highway  Route  28  (Main  Street)  for  any  agricultural 
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use  except  piggeries  and  fur  farms  and  for  uses  customarily 
necessary  thereto,  and  for  the  following  commerical  pur¬ 
poses,  but  no  others : 

(a)  The  display  and  sale,  at  roadside  stand,  or  other¬ 
wise,  of  natural  products,  the  major  portion  of  which  are 
raised  on  the  farms  of  the  town. 

(b)  Greenhouses,  storage  and  sorting  buildings  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Cranberry  Bogs. 

(c)  Dog  Kennel  or  Veterinary  Hospital. 

(d)  Any  other  use  determined  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
to  be  similar  to  one  or  more  of  the  uses  specifically  author¬ 
ized  and  not  more  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood. 

Section  3.  GENERAL. 

(a)  In  Commercial  Districts  all  buildings  hereafter 
erected  shall  extend  not  nearer  to  the  street  line  than  twenty 
(20)  feet. 

(b)  In  Residential  and  Agricultural  Districts  all  build¬ 
ings  hereafter  erected  shall  extend  not  nearer  to  the  street 
line  or  way  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  and  at  least  ten  (10) 
feet  from  any  abutting  property  in  accordance  with  Build¬ 
ing  Code  Regulations. 

(c)  Any  dwelling  hereafter  erected  in  any  district  shall 
be  located  on  a  lot  having  a  frontage  of  not  less  than 
seventy-five  (75)  feet  on  a  street  or  way,  provided  that  one 
dwelling  may  be  erected  on  a  lot  having  a  lesser  frontage 
where  said  lot  existed  at  the  time  this  By-Law  is  adopted, 
and  did  not  adjoin  other  land  of  the  same  owner  available 
in  connection  with  said  lot. 

(d)  The  minimum  area  of  lots  with  dwelling  thereon 
shall  be  not  less  than  seventy-five  hundred  (7500)  square 
feet. 

(e)  Any  building  or  structure  hereafter  erected,  altered 
and  used  for  dwelling  purposes  in  any  district  shall  provide 
a  minimum  area  equal  to  a  building  24  feet  9  inches  by  24 
feet  9  inches  outside  dimensions. 

(f)  For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  trailers  used  for 
living  quarters  shall  be  considered  as  a  dwelling  and  not 
allowed  to  be  used  for  that  purpose  in  any  district. 
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Section  4.  EXCEPTIONS  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

(a)  The  term  Residential  or  Dwelling  as  nsed  in  this 
By-Law,  does  not  prohibit  the  renting  of  rooms  for  guests, 
but  shall  not  extend  to  include  public  restaurant  service. 

(b)  The  use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  may  be 
permitted  for  a  customary  home  occupation  such  as  a 
Lawyer,  Doctor,  Dentist  or  similar  profession  conducted  by 
a  resident  of  the  premises  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals. 

(c)  Any  lawful  building  or  structure,  or  use  of  a  build¬ 
ing  structure  or  premises  existing  at  the  time  this  By-Law 
is  adopted,  even  if  not  in  conformity  with  its  provisions 
may  be  continued,  rebuilt  if  damaged  or  destroyed,  and, 
if  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  may  be  enlarged. 

(d)  Board  of  Appeals.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of 
Appeals  of  seven  members,  one  from  each  post  office  area 
described  above,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  said  Board 
to  act  in  accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  25-30B 
and  subsequent  amendments  thereto. 

(e)  This  By-Law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

(f)  The  invalidity  of  any  Section  or  provision  of  this 
By-Law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  Section  or  provision 
thereof. 

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  unpaid  bills  of 
1950,  as  provided  for  in  Chapter  179  of  the  Acts  of  1941.

Report  of  State  Auditor

Sir : 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Harwich 
for  the  period  from  March  6,  1949,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  March  6,  1950,  and  submit  the  following 
report  thereon : 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  de¬ 
partments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  re¬ 
ceipts  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer’s 
books  and  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments 
making  the  original  charges.  The  disbursements  as  re¬ 
corded  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  author¬ 
izing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the 
payments  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  books. 

The  appropriations  voted  by  the  town,  as  shown  by  the 
town  clerk’s  records,  were  checked  with  the  accountant’s 
ledger.  The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  show¬ 
ing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  March  6,  1950. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified, 
and  the  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with 
the  records  of  the  departments  making  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  while  the  pajrments  were  compared  with  the 
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selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town 
funds. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  March  6,  1950  was  proved 
by  verification  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank 
of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the 
cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s 
records,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with 
the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and 
the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and 
proved. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  poll,  personal  property,  and  real 
estate  taxes,  'motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  and  moth 
assessments  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  audit, 
as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  proved  to  the 
assessors’  warrants  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’ 
record  of  abatements  granted,  the  taxes  transferred  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  record 
of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

The  collector’s  cash  balance  on  March  6,  1950  was  com¬ 
pared  with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable  out¬ 
standing  according  to  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as 
all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and  proved.  The 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
recorded  receipts,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the 
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records  in  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  such  credits, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  sending  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received 
thereto  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued  by  the 
town  clerk,  as  well  as  of  miscellaneous  receipts,  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked,  the  recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer 
and  the  State  being  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  books  and  with  the  receipts  on  file. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  financial  records  of  the  selectmen  and  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  of  the  police,  health,  school,  and 
library  departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  col¬ 
lection,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
recorded  receipts. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  reconcilitions  of  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  posses¬ 
sion,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  together  with  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and 
investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was 
received  from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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1950  Annual  Report 

Harwich  Water  Department 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

We  submit  for  yon  approval  the  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Harwich  Water  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1950. 

This  has  been  another  busy  year  for  your  Water  De¬ 
partment  and  we  continue  to  grow  substantially.  Receipts 
increased  to  $43,640.06,  although  water  consumption  and 
service  installations  were  somewhat  below  last  year’s  peak. 
Considering  that  no  major  main  line  extensions  were  voted 
at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  the  142  new  service  connections 
installed  were  greater  than  anticipated.  A  total  of  6,546 
feet  of  main  line,  mostly  2”  or  smaller,  was  laid  by  the 
department  to  accommodate  fifty-two  (52)  new  takers. 

The  cost  of  operating  materials  and  supplies  continued 
to  rise  during  the  year  and  in  some  instances  increased  20 
per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  Needless  to  say,  these  in¬ 
creased  costs  reflect  directly  on  our  operating  budget. 

Provisions  made  in  our  1950  budget  for  New  Equip¬ 
ment  and  Plant  Improvements  enabled  us  to  correct  many 
of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  previous  years.  We  in¬ 
stalled  a  new  5000'  gallon  above  ground  fuel  oil  storage 
tank.  This  not  only  makes  it  possible  to  purchase  diesel  fuel 
in  tank  truck  lots  at  a  savings  of  about  two  cents  per 
gallon,  but  gives  us  ample  reserve  of  fuel  in  case  of  emer¬ 
gency  or  shortages.  A  1000'  gallon  underground  tank  was 
also  installed.  Now  we  have  independent  underground 
tanks  for  each  engine  providing  us  with  an  accurate  record 
of  fuel  consumption  and  efficiency  of  each  diesel.  The  cost 
of  these  tanks  can  easily  be  charged  off  in  two  years. 

A  second  hand  motor  driven  diaphragm  pump  and 
Army  Surplus  3KYA  motor  generator  were  purchased  at 
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a  considerable  saying*.  Both  were  trailer  mounted  at  our 
own  shop  and  we  now  have  two  pieces  of  emergency  equip¬ 
ment  available  for  immediate  use,  eliminating  borrowing 
or  hiring  equipment  from  neighboring  departments. 

A  start  was  made  on  a  concrete  block  storage  shed  and 
a  large  part  of  the  materials  purchased,  however,  funds 
available  in  our  budget  were  not  sufficient  to  complete  this 
project  and  our  1951  budget  will  include  an  item  for  the 
funds  required.  It  is  essential  that  this  project  be  com¬ 
pleted  at  the  earliest  possible  date  as  there  has  been  an 
urgent  need  for  storage  space  for  several  years  to  protect 
many  pieces  of  valuable  equipment  from  the  weather. 

The  Kildee  Hill  elevated  tank  was  painted  and  the 
ladder  replaced.  The  difficulties  experienced  by  painting 
contractors  in  the  past  with  this  tank  presented  somewhat 
of  a  problem  obtaining  bids.  The  work  was  delayed  until 
fall  in  an  attempt  to  avoid  the  unfavorable  weather  condi¬ 
tions  encountered  during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 
Only  two  bids  were  received,  one  from  the  G.  &  A.  Indus¬ 
trial  Painting  Co.  of  West  Hanover,  Mass.,  for  $3,260.00  and 
the  other  from  the  General  Painting  and  Maintenance  Corp. 
of  Boston,  Mass,  for  $3,100.00.  The  contract  was  awarded 
to  the  latter  and  a  very  satisfactory  job  obtained.  They 
made  a  special  effort  to  correct  some  of  the  difficulties  we 
have  experienced  in  the  past  with  the  paint  on  this  tank 
and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  cleaning  and 
painting  this  year  should  withstand  the  elements  better 
than  previous  paint  jobs. 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Hammond  Iron  Works 
to  replace  the  ladder  on  this  tank.  We  obtained  a  very 
favorable  price  of  $910.00  for  this  work  due  to  the  fact  this 
same  company  had  previously  been  awarded  the  contract 
for  erecting  the  new  standpipe  and,  with  their  equipment 
and  skilled  steel  workers  working  locally,  transportation 
and  other  charges  were  eliminated.  The  new  ladder  was 
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constructed  of  steel  with  heavier  cross  sections  than  the 
original  and  should  last  many  times  longer. 

The  tank  riser  pipe  supporting  rods  were  found  to  be 
in  poor  condition.  The  original  diameter  rods  have 
rusted  so  badly  that  the  cross  section  area  is  less  than  a 
%”  rod  in  many  places.  It  was  considered  essential  that 
these  rods  be  replaced  without  delay.  The  necessary  steel 
was  purchased  and  new  rods  fabricated  and,  in  an  effort  to 
lengthen  their  life,  it  was  decided  to  have  them  hot  dipped 
galvanized  and  then  Bonderized  plus  the  usual  paint.  This 
was  accomplished  at  a  comparatively  small  additional  cost 
and  it  is  estimated  it  will  double  or  triple  the  life  of  the 
steel.  The  finished  rods  had  not  been  returned  from  the 
galvanizing  shop  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  installation 
will,  not  doubt,  be  delayed  until  more  favorable  weather. 

Funds  made  available  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting 
for  the  purchase  of  a  small  trenching  machine  enabled  us 
to  acquire  a  very  useful  piece  of  equipment.  After  careful 
study,  it  was  evident  that  the  type  of  equipment  best  suited 
for  our  needs  was  a  small  tractor  mounted  unit  that  could 
be  maneuvered  in  close  quarters.  We  received  four  bids, 
three  of  which  were  for  a  Ford  Tractor  with  Wain-Boy 
Trencher  and  Wagner  Loader  and  the  fourth  a  Minneapolis 
Moline  Tractor  with  Henry  Trencher  and  Lull  Loader. 
Following  are  the  individual  bids : 

Capeway  Auto  Sales  $3,300.00 

Baker  Tractor  Corp.  3,300.00 

Fisk  Alden  Co.  3,399.00 

Sandberg  Equipment  Co.  4,166.00 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Capeway  Auto  Sales  Co. 
and  delivery  was  made  previous  to  the  spring  rush.  Several 
small  extras  were  purchased  including  a  bulldozer  blade, 
canvas  cover,  running  time  meter  and  lights,  bringing  the 
total  cost  to  $3,441.48.  This  piece  of  equipment  was  used 
to  good  advantage  to  install  over  miles  of  pipe. 
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A  total  of  142  new  service  connections  were  installed 
during  the  year.  This  was  23  less  than  the  previous  year, 

but  considering  that  main  line  extensions  were  limited  to 
short  minor  extensions,  this  was  well  above  the  number  we 

expected  to  install.  It  was  necessary  to  increase  the  charges 
made  to  the  property  owner  for  this  work  to  cover  increased 
costs  of  labor  and  material.  The  charges  for  %”  pipe  in¬ 
stalled  was  increased  to  .70c  per  foot  and  1”  pipe  was  in¬ 
creased  to  .80c  per  foot.  The  $10.00  tapping  charge  re¬ 
mained  unchanged.  Although  materials  continue  to  increase 
in  price,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  hold  installation 
charges  at  their  present  level. 

Water  main  extensions,  with  the  exception  of  361  feet 
of  6”  pipe  installed  on  Willow  Street,  were  limited  to  pipe 
2”  and  smaller  'mostly  to  accommodate  new  homes  con¬ 
structed  adjacent  to  existing  mains.  A  total  of  6,546  feet 
of  pipe  was  installed  to  accommodate  52  new  customers. 
The  return  to  the  Town  was  high  and  the  estimated  revenue 
in  each  case  well  above  the  6%  required,  averaging  20%  of 
the  actual  cost.  New  land  developments  presented  an  even 
greater  problem  than  in  past  years  and  the  Board  continued 
the  policy  of  installing  only  small  mains  on  private  ways 
and  requiring  developers  to  pay  a  substantial  part  of  the 
cost  of  this  work. 

A  total  of  86,019,180  gallons  were  pumped  during  the 
year,  this  is  a  reduction  of  18%  over  the  previous  year  and 
represents  a  normal  variation  proportionate  to  temperature 
averages  and  precipitation.  Ground  water  levels  continued 
to  recede  but  there  was  good  indication  that  recovery  may 
be  greater  than  last  year. 

Both  diesel  engines  were  overhauled  early  in  the  year. 
Each  year,  as  our  equipment  becomes  older,  more  mainten¬ 
ance  work  is  required  in  the  pumping  station.  The  most 
costly  job  this  year  was  replacement  of  the  low  speed  bear¬ 
ings  in  the  D-2  gear  box.  Considerable  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  with  the  electrical  starting  system  on  the 
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Sterling  engine  due  to  the  fact  batteries  must  be  maintained 
throughout  the  year  although  the  engine,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  emergencies,  is  used  only  during  the  peak  load 
period  of  about  three  months.  Since  air  pressure  must  be 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  it  seems  advisable  to  re¬ 
place  the  electrical  system  with  air  starting  motors  to 
eleminate  costly  maintenance. 

At  the  year’s  end  work  was  progressing  satisfactorily 
on  the  new  standpipe  voted  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing.  The  shortage  of  steel  resulted  in  many  delays.  It  was 
fortunate  that  the  Town  authorized  this  construction  early 
in  the  year  as  it  is  doubtful  that  such  a  project  could  be 
undertaken  now  except  with  an  escalator  clause  and  un¬ 
certain  delivery. 

Whitman  &  Howard  of  Boston,  Mass.,  were  engaged  as 
consultants  to  complete  plans  and  specifications.  It  seemed 
advisable  to  split  the  project  into  two  separate  contracts, 
one  for  the  standpipe  and  another  for  the  foundations,  con¬ 
necting  piping,  control  valves  etc.  Bids  were  opened  on 
May  17,  1950  and  the  following  bids  were  received  on  the 
standpipe : 

Hammond  Iron  Works,  Warren,  Pa.  $42,770.00 

Pittsburgh-DesMoines  Steel  Co.,  N.  Y.,  44,900.00 

Chicago  Bridge  &  Iron  Co.,  Boston  Mass.  46,200.00 
The  following  two  bids  were  received  on  the  foundations 
and  connecting  piping : 

Gallo  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  Sagamore,  Mass.  $14,700.00 

Jones  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  Hyannis,  Mass.  15,878.50 
Contracts  were  awarded  to  the  low  bidder  on  each  project 
namely,  Hammond  Iron  Works  and  the  Gallo  Construction 
Co.,  Inc.  The  bid  price  in  each  case  was  below  the  original 
estimate.  Several  minor  details  were  not  included  in  the 
original  contracts,  as  it  seemed  desirable  that  they  be 
handled  separately.  These  include  fencing  the  area  with 
chain  link  fence,  installation  of  power  cable  and  erection  of 
a  hazard  light,  installation  of  cathodic  protection  and  pos- 
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sibly  certain  control  equipment  that  may  be  needed.  In¬ 
cluding  this  extra  work  plus  engineering  fees,  it  should  be 
possible  to  return  several  thousand  dollars  when  the  pro¬ 
ject  is  completed. 

Present  indications  are  the  steel  work  will  be  completed 
late  in  January,  however,  painting  will  be  delayed  until 
warmer  weather  and  it  will,  no  doubt,  be  April  before  the 
tank  will  be  in  service.  The  quality  of  the  work  to  date  has 
been  excellent,  the  milling  and  fabrication  of  the  steel  is 
above  average  and  the  erection  crew  are  all  skilled  steel 
workers.  The  completed  tank  will  be  one  of  excellent 
quality,  pleasing  in  design  and  should  serve  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  town  for  many  years. 

We  wish  to  repeat  our  recommendation  that  serious 
consideration  be  given  the  proposed  10”  main  on  Sisson 
Road  connecting  the  dead  end  at  the  South  Street  school 
to  the  State  Road  as  Sisson  Corner.  The  full  benefits  of  the 
new  standpipe  will  not  be  available  to  the  West  Harwich 
section  until  this  loop  is  completed.  We  also  recommend 
that  the  various  dead  ends  on  Lower  County  Road  be  con¬ 
nected  to  accommodate  the  expansion  of  this  area  and  im¬ 
prove  fire  flows. 

The  usual  maintenance  work  was  carried  on  during  the 
year  and  the  system  maintained  in  good  condition.  Only 
one  serious  leak  developed,  a  radial  crack  in  a  defective  6” 
main.  The  present  state  of  National  Emergency  requires 
that  the  system  be  maintained  in  top  condition  and  that 
gate  valves  in  particular  receive  special  attention.  We  plan 

to  conduct  a  complete  survey  of  all  gate  valves,  clean  and 
raise  boxes  and  correct  location  ties.  No  doubt,  certain  pre¬ 
cautionary  'measures  will  be  required  by  the  authorities  and 
at  the  close  of  the  year  it  was  evident  that  we  must  organize 
to  cope  with  any  emergency.

The  cruiser  has 
ever  been  on  the  alert  to  warn  motorists  and  intercept 
speeders.  Dispite  this  vigilance,  accidents  have  occured. 
We  must  square  our  shoulders  and  work  even  harder  in 
the  next  year  to  prevent  these  casualties. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  the 
members  of  the  Police  force,  the  Special  Police,  members 
of  the  Association  and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich  for  their 
splendid  co-operation  and  help  during  this  first  year  of 
adjustment.

Report  of  Life  Guard 

SUMMER  OF  1950 

1.  The  summer  season  of  1950  was  a  good  season  in 
regards  to  drowning  incidents.  Only  one  incident  of 
seriousness  occurred,  this  being  on  July  28,  1950,  at  4:15 
p.  m.  A  middle-aged  woman  wandered  off  the  dropoff, 
which  was  clearly  marked  by  buoys.  The  rescue  of  this 
woman  was  successfully  handled  by  the  lifeguard.  No  call 
for  the  emergency  truck  was  issued. 

A  number  of  small  children  were  dragged  out  of  the 
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surf  on  the  rougher  days,  none  of  whom  were  affected  by 
the  incidents. 

Many  cuts  were  treated,  some  victims  being  sent  to  Dr. 
D.  Elia  for  treatment. 

2.  The  equipment  used  by  the  lifeguard  consisted  of 
the  following: 

a.  Lifeguard  tower 

b.  Rescue  Board,  this  board  being  purchased  by  the 
Harwich  Recreation  Commission  for  the  use  of 
the  lifeguard 

c.  Whistle,  loaned  to  the  lifeguard  by  Police  Patrol¬ 
man  Bailey 

d.  Buoy  marker  floated  at  the  location  of  the  dropoff 

e.  Warning  sign  at  location  of  dropoff 

f .  First  Aid  Kit,  loaned  to  the  lifeguard  by  the  Har¬ 
wich  Fire  Department 

3.  The  lifeguard’s  tour  of  duty  extended  from  July  1, 
1950,  to  September  4,  1950,  his  hours  being  10:00  a.  m.  to 
1:00  p.m.;  2:00  p.  m.  to  5:00  p.  m.,  seven  days  a  week. 

4.  The  situation  on  the  beach  was  kept  under  control 
all  summer.  One  of  the  major  problems,  however,  was  to 
keep  the  swimmers  from  going  out  too  far. 

Suggested  Improvements 

1.  A  heavy,  wooden  storage  box,  similar  to  those  used 
by  the  Highway  Department  for  storage  of  tools,  to  be 
used  for  storing  the  lifeguard’s  equipment  at  night.  This 
box  to  be  bolted  to  the  rear  of  the  lifeguard  tower.  This 
is  must  for  next  summer,  the  previous  storage  system 
being  inadequate. 

2.  An  additional  lifeguard  would  be  of  value.  This  has 
been  suggested  by  numerous  users  of  the  beach,  who 
felt  that  the  area  to  be  watched  and  the  large  crowd,  being 
too  much  for  one  lifeguard.  This  problem  is  left  entirely 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen.  I  am  in  favor  of  the 
suggestion.  This  would  ease  the  problem  of  no  protection 
for  the  summers  between  1:00  p.  m.  and  2:00  p.  m.

Report  of  Veterans’  Services 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

As  the  war  clouds  again  begin  to  appear  upon  the 
peaceful  horizon  of  America,  the  veterans  of  Harwich 
once  more  demonstrate  their  patriotic  attitude  and  desire 
to  serve  their  God  and  their  Country. 

Although  this  Department  more  than  doubled  its  activi¬ 
ties  and  handled  over  600  separate  inquiries,  1950  was 
another  year  of  complete  harmony  and  patience.  No  de¬ 
mands  were  made  by  the  veterans  which  were  either 
unjustified  or  unreasonable.  In  spite  of  an  unusually  “off 
season”  summer  employment  situation  on  Cape  Cod,  Har¬ 
wich  veterans  accepted  their  reduced  income  like  real  vets 
and  made  many  personal  sacrifices. 

In  all  cases  of  genuine  hardship  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  his  trained  assistants,  gave  total 
cooperation.  In  fact,  no  public  servant  could  render  more 
sympathetic  service  than  that  man  of  human  heart  and 
level  head,  with  due  consideration  to  both  veteran  and 
tax-payer,  than  Henry  V.  O’Day.  No  worthy  case  was 
ever  rejected  by  this  honest  and  very  efficient  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Veterans’  Services. 

In  addition  to  an  added  burden  upon  this  Department 
caused  by  unemployment,  there  was  an  unprecedented 
number  of  hospital  cases.  As  a  result,  our  expenses  ran 
well  over  $7,000  for  the  year  and  with  the  world  condi¬ 
tions  in  their  present  state  of  uncertainty  and  chaos,  we 
can  expect  an  even  larger  budget  for  1951.  The  only  bright 
side  of  the  picture  is  the  fact  that  when  cases  are  approved 
by  the  State,  the  town  receives  a  50%  reimbursement. 

For  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  by  all  town  officials, 
the  advisory  council  and  the  veterans  themselves,  grate¬ 
ful  appreciation.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  my  town 
and  my  comrades  and  this  office  is  always  open  for  my  per¬ 
sonal  assistance  and  advice  to  every  veteran  of  all  wars, 
every  day.  We  are  prepared  for  a  busy  year  in  1951  but 
may  it  bring  peace  and  prosperity  to  all,  veterans  and 
citizens  alike.

Moth  Superintendent  and 
Tree  Warden 


The  Moth  Department  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  one 
of  the  best  years  in  its  history.  The  entire  Town  appeared 
to  be  free  of  the  gypsy  moth  at  last. 

All  woodland  was  checked  and  rechecked,  but  not  one 
of  these  worms  could  be  found  living  or  dead.  This  was 
the  result  of  the  aerial  spraying  of  Barnstable  County 
in  1949.  Because  of  the  showing  up  of  fifty-five  (55)  male 
moths  in  the  trapping  program  of  1949,  it  was  necessary 
to  re-spray  by  air  1,265  acres  this  year.  The  trapping 
program  was  carried  on  in  July  and  August  with  very 
good  results.  As  far  as  we  know  now,  the  Robbins  Pond 
section  in  North  Harwich  is  the  only  area  that  has  any 
gypsy  moth.  This  area  must  be  thoroughly  checked  and 
watched  this  coming  spring. 

It  is  now  the  duty  of  the  Moth  Department  and  the 
Voters  of  the  Town  to  see  that  the  gypsy  moth  does  not 
get  another  start  in  Harwich. 

The  report  on  the  condition  ‘of  our  shade  trees  is  very 
discouraging  as  usual.  Four  large  elm  trees  were  removed, 
with  more  to  be  taken  down  this  coming  year.  Unless  new 
trees  are  set  out  along  our  public  roads  each  year  it  will 
be  found  that  the  last  shade  tree  is  removed. 

The  Finance  Committee  just  does  not  appear  to  be  a 
friend  of  the  trees.

We  are  pleased  to  submit  report  for  the  second  year’s 
activities  of  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Building  Code  prepared  and  submitted  at  the  last 
Town  Meeting  was  voted  approved  and  the  Board  followed 
through  with  attested  copies  for  the  Attorney  General’s 
office  approval,  acting  also  for  the  Selectmen  in  its  applica¬ 
tion,  until  the  Building  Inspector  was  appointed  after  which 
he  took  full  charge,  but  continued  cooperating  on  all  sub¬ 
division  matters. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  the  same  Appeal 
Board  is  acting  for  both  Planning  Board  Sub-divisions  and 
Building  Code  matters. 

Several  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  and  in  a 
number  of  instances  to  save  delay  on  emergency  cases, 
Board  Members  were  contacted  individually  by  the  chair¬ 
man  for  approval  of  preliminary  plans.  In  all  six  final 
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plans  of  subdivisions  were  approved,  four  preliminary  plans, 
and  two  other  plans  requiring  special  investigation  and 
correspondence  still  in  abeyance. 

This  year  the  Planning  Board  has  prepared  a  Protective 
By-Law,  a  simplified  form  of  Zoning,  for  West  Harwich  and 
Harwichport,  which  is  being  submitted  for  vote  of  approval 
at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  previous  hearing  being  held 
as  required  by  law.

During  the  Spring  a  planting  program  was  carried  out, 
with  77  bu.  of  oysters  and  30  bu.  of  clams  being  planted. 
This  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  I  would  like  to 
carry  out  the  same  program  on  a  little  larger  scale  this 
year.  The  money  received  from  Shellfish  Permits  ($450.50) 
and  from  the  'State  ($250.00)  has  helped  us  in  financing  this 
program. 

The  estimated  value  of  the  shellfish  taken  from  Harwich 
waters  this  year  is  $22,600.00  with  scallops  on  the  top  of 
the  list  at  $11,200.00.  This  is  an  excellent  figure,  consider¬ 
ing  the  small  amount  of  waters  we  have  in  which  to  grow 
shellfish,  and  it  can  be  made  even  greater  through  continued 
conservation  and  propagation.

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Report  of 

Harwich  Playground  and  Recreation 

Commission 

To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Harwich : 

The  Harwich  Playground  and  Recreation  Commission 
was  formed  following  adoption  of  Article  19  by  the  Town 
Meeting  February  6,  I9601.  The  following  members  were 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  serve  until  the 
next  regular  Town  Meeting,  and  organized  as  follows: 
Earle  Bassett,  Chairman 
Raymond  H.  Grayson 
Elton  A.  Tripp 
Rev.  Frederick  Frank 
George  W.  Stidstone,  Clerk 

Following  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Frank  on  March 
9th,  Mrs.  Priscilla  Baldwin  was  appointed  to  fill  the  un¬ 
expired  term. 

The  first  objective  was  to  make  the  building,  the  former 
Ele'metary  School,  suitable  for  occupancy.  With  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  necessary  changes 
and  repairs  were  made  and  the  building  licensed  on  April 
14th. 

Upon  the  granting  of  the  State  permit,  several  groups 
availed  themselves  of  the  facilities,  including  the  PTA- 
sponsored  Teen-Agers,  the  Harwich  Grange,  and  the  Har¬ 
wich  Girl  Scouts. 

In  keeping  with  the  commission’s  policy  of  participant 
sponsored  activities,  the  Recration  Center  Advisory  Council 
was  formed,  for  the  purpose  of  working  with  the  Commis¬ 
sion  in  the  development  and  financing  of  an  active  recrea¬ 
tion  program. 
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The  Commission  and  the  Council,  feeling  a  need  existed 
for  a  fuller  program  of  summer  recreation,  particularly  with 
regard  to  our  summer  residents,  started  plans  from  which 
developed  the  Village  Day  School,  public  outdoor  Square 
Dancing,  and  swimming  instruction  for  children. 


The  Village  Day  School,  which  was  held  mornings 
daily  at  the  Recreation  Center  for  a  period  of  five  weeks 
for  children  of  townspeople  and  summer  visitors,  was  an 
immediate  and  unqualified  success.  Limited  at  first  to  an 
enrollment  of  50  and  the  age  groups  5  -  10',  it  was  found 
necessary  to  expand  the  enrollment  to  75  and  extend  the 
age  limit  to  12.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Gilbert  Jensen 
and  Mrs.  Kendrick  Matthews  and  assistant  Jocelyn  Eklof, 
a  program  of  guided  activities,  handcrafts  and  play  was 
carried  on.  As  the  school  was  conducted  at  no  cost  to  the 
parent,  a  sizable  portion  of  the  Commission’s  annual  appro¬ 
priation  was  expended  on  this  program.  The  Harwich 
Rotary  Club  cooperated  by  furnishing  daily  milk  and 
crackers  to  the  children. 

Because  of  the  acceptance  of  this  program  by  parents 
and  teachers  alike,  as  attested  by  the  many  letters  in  its 
files,  the  Commission  plans  to  further  expand  the  Village 
Day  School  program  this  coming  summer. 

With  the  coming  of  fall,  a  new  and  expanded  program 
of  activities  was  developed  by  the  Commission  and  the 
Council.  At  present,  the  facilities  are  being  used  almost 
to  capacity.  Included  in  the  present  program  are :

The  past  year,  being  the  first  year  of  a  Town-sponsored 
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recreation  program,  was  basically  experimental.  The  pre¬ 
cepts  nnder  which  this  program  was  founded  -  that  a 
recreation  program  should  be  developed  and  financed  by 
the  cooperative  effort  of  the  townspeople  -  has  been  found 
workable,  through  the  joint  efforts  of  the  Commission,  as 
the  legal  body,  and  the  Council,  as  the  active  one.  With 
the  formation  of  the  Advisory  Council,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Harwich,  each  and  every  one  of  them,  became 
participants  in  the  recreation  program.  Every  inhabitant 
of  the  town  is  a  'member  of  the  Council,  and  need  only  to 
show  his  interest  to  become  active.  Without  the  active  sup¬ 
port  and  leading  initiative  of  the  Council  in  the  instigation 
and  financing  of  the  various  activities,  most  of  this  years’ 
program  could  not  have  been  developed. 

The  coming  year’s  proposed  budget  is  $3,000.,  three 
times  that  asked  last  year.  The  original  budget  was  arrived 
at  purely  by  guess  -  no  previous  experience  was  available 
to  arrive  at  a  good  estimate.  Part  of  the  increase  is  for  the 
necessary  heat,  light  and  supplies  for  a  growing  program, 
part  for  a  custodian  part-time,  and  part  for  the  expansion 
of  the  Village  Day  School  program.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Village  Day  School,  no  funds  are  allocated  for  the  direct 
support  of  any  activity,  for  the  Commission  feels  that  while 
the  facilities  for  a  recreation  program  should  be  provided 
and  maintained  through  public  funds,  the  cost  of  the  activi¬ 
ties  should  be  borne  by  the  participants  and  by  subscription. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
helped  make  a  Recreation  Program  in  the  Town  of  Harwich 
•an  active  and  growing  part  of  our  communities;  to  the 
active  members  of  the  Recreation  Center  Advisory  Council, 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  assistance  and  advice, 
to  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Harwich  Grange,  the  Parent- 
Teacher’s  Association,  and  to  individuals  too  numerous  to 
mention,  our  thanks.  We  of  the  Commision  will  endeavor 
to  see  that  the  Recreation  Program  will  keep  pace  with 
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the  growing  needs  and  wishes  of  the  Town  and  its  in¬ 
habitants.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  work  done  on  the  high¬ 
ways  during  1950. 

An  unusual  amount  of  patching  and  maintenance  work 
was  necessary  this  year  due  to  the  dry  season  which 
caused  damage  to  the  roads. 

The  gravel  roads  have  been  scraped  and  graded  several 
times  during  the  year  and  are  now  in  good  condition. 

Brush  has  been  cut  and  mowed  in  different  sections  of 
the  Town. 

Drains  has  been  cleaned  and  repaired  and  catch  basins 
installed  wherever  possible  to  take  care  of  surplus  water. 

Street  signs  have  been  erected  in  various  sections  of  the 
Town  and  others  have  been  painted  and  re-lettered.  This 
work  is  continued  every  year. 

Traffic  signs  have  been  erected  by  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  wherever  specified  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Chief  of  Police. 

Wooden  and  cement  guard  post  railings  have  been 
painted  and  repaired  where  necessary  and  new  railings 
constructed. 

A  new  truck  and  pickup  were  purchased  in  1950  for  the 
Department.

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The  year  1950  again  showed  a  marked  increase  in  the 
valuation  of  the  Town  and  its  population,  together  with  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  protection  offered  by  the  fire 
services,  the  last  foreseeable  major  addition  of  apparatus 
to  the  department,  the  combination  Brushbreaker  desig¬ 
nated  as  Engine  5,  was  completed  and  put  into  service  the 
first  of  August,  and  has  proven  to  be  an  able  and  efficient 
unit.  The  addition  to  the  fire  station,  also  voted  at  the  last 
annual  Town  Meeting,  has  been  completed,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  heating  system. 

This  past  year  was  one  also  of  unsettled  conditions.  In 
August,  our  Chief,  G.  Norman  Ostby,  was  recalled  to  the 
armed  forces  service,  and  was  granted  a  military  leave  of 
absence.  Captain  Charles  A.  Hall  was  appointed  Acting 
Chief,  in  his  place.  In  November,  Douglas  Withered,  an¬ 
other  member  of  the  department,  was  called  into  military 
service  with  the  armed  forces,  and  was  granted  a  military 
leave  of  absence.  We  all  pray  for  their  safe  and  early 
return. 

The  present  domestic  and  international  crisis  has  put 
the  additional  burden  of  rising  costs  on  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.  Despite  as  strict  an  economy  as  possible  commen¬ 
surate  with  needed  protection  I  am  forced  again  to  come 
before  the  Town  with  a  request  for  an  increase  in  our  an¬ 
nual  appropriation.  Part  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the  ad¬ 
ditional  demands  made  on  the  Department  by  the  Civil 
Defense  program.  Aside  from  costs  directly  apportionable 
to  Civil  Defense  are  the  increased  costs  of  equipping  and 
maintaining  a  enlarged  department. 

Together  with  the  possibility  of  the  regular  department 
being  called  to  duty  anywhere  in  the  Commonwealth  by 
order  of  the  Governor  at  a  time  of  an  emergency,  and  the 
high  percentage  of  young  men,  subject  to  duty  with  the 
armed  forces,  an  auxiliary  to  the  regular  department  is 
being  formed  and  trained. 

The  Rescue  Squad  showed  a  marked  increase  in  activity 
over  the  preceding  year.  Under  Captain  Sheldon  Thayer, 
the  members  of  the  squad  participate  in  a  continuous  pro¬ 
gram  of  training.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  a  group  of 
citizens  and  summer  residents,  funds  were  raised  this  past 
summer  which  greatly  added  to  the  equipment  of  the 
Rescue  Squad,  which  is  now  the  best  equipped  and  most 
efficient  unit  of  its  type  in  this  area. 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  department  continue  to 
devote  much  of  their  spare  time  to  a  training  program 
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designed  to  keep  the  department  efficiency  high,  and  the 
members  posted  on  the  latest  fire  fighting  equipment  and 
techniques.  The  officers  in  particular  are  being  called  upon 
to  assume  the  burden  of  training  the  members  of  the  aux¬ 
iliary  Fire  Department. 

Two  articles  in  this  year’s  warrant  are  directly  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  Fire  Department.  The  first  is  an  article 
asking  for  a  sum  of  money  for  repairs  to  both  motor  and 
the  pump,  together  with  a  set  of  new  tires  and  miscellane¬ 
ous  minor  repairs.  This  is  by  way  of  being  preventative 
maintenance  as  an  overhaul  now  will  prevent  a  major 
breakdown  later. 

The  second  is  an  article  asking  for  money  to  complete 
the  heating  system.  A  new  boiler  with  oil  burner  has  been 
installed  to  take  care  of  the  heating  demands  of  the  new 
addition,  but  due  to  increased  costs,  and  revision  of  plans, 
sufficient  funds  were  not  available  to  complete  the  system. 
These  additional  funds  are  for  three  blower  units,  to  heat 
the  apparatus  floor,  and  necessary  valves  and  piping  to 
make  these  units  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  heating 
system. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  men  and  women  of  the  department 
for  the  aid  and  assistance  given  me  since  my  appointment 
as  Acting  Chief;  to  the  members  of  other  town  depart¬ 
ments,  and  to  the  citizens  and  summer  residents  for  their 
cooperation,  thanks.

Report  of  Board  of  Health 

CONTROL  OF  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 
Over  a  period  of  several  decades,  there  has  been  a 
gradual  downward  trend  in  the  severity  of  many  of  the 
common  acute  contagious  diseases  of  childhood  so  that 
control  of  such  diseases  is  no  longer  to  be  considered  an 
important  part  of  the  work  of  any  health  department. 
Futhermore,  modern  medical  science  has  demonstrated 
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that  some  of  ,the  measures,  such  as  isolation  and  quaran¬ 
tine,  formerly  thought  to  be  effective  means  of  control,  are 
not  by  any  means  adequate.  Efforts  of  this  department 
have  largely  been  aimed  at  decreasing  the  susceptibility 
of  children  by  active  immunization  against  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  number  of  cases 
of  infantile  paralysis  reported  has  been  above  normal.  Of 
the  seven  cases  reported,  all  except  one,  were  permanent 
residents  of  the  county  and  six  of  the  seven  developed 
some  degree  of  paralysis.  There  was  one  death  reported 
as  the  result  of  this  disease. 

SANITATION 

The  Department  continued  its  efforts  for  the  protection 
of  private  water  supplies  and  adequate  sewage  disposal. 
Laboratory,  as  well  as  sanitary  survey  work,  was  carried 
on  at  about  the  same  level  as  during  previous  years.  Sev¬ 
eral  of  the  Town  Boards  of  Health  have  adopted  new 
regulations  during  the  year.  Contacts  have  been  made 
with  Town  Planning  Boards  to  promote  more  adequate 
attention  to  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal  when  new 
subdivisions  were  under  consideration. 

By  the  employment  of  a  part  time  sanitarian  during  the 
summer  months,  we  were  able  to  cover  more  adequately, 
the  increased  work  entailed  by  the  influx  of  summer  visi¬ 
tors.  Our  attention  has  been  particularly  directed  toward 
the  sanitation  of  food  handling  establishments,  many  of 
which  are  only  in  operation  for  a  brief  period  of  time  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer.  By  augmenting  the  laboratory  services, 
concerned  with  the  examination  of  swabs  taken  from 
multiuse  utensils  in  restaurants,  we  were  able  to  exercise 
better  control  over  the  important  item  of  cleaning  and 
sanitizing,  glasses,  cups,  and  other  such  equipment. 

We  have  followed  closely  the  studies  carried  out  re¬ 
cently  on  methods  for  the  control  of  wood  ticks.  At  the 
completion  of  the  work,  done  this  year  by  the  Mass.  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health,  as  well  as  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  it  would  appear  that  effective 
means  for  curtailing  the  number  of  ticks  are  available. 
We  feel  that  the  control  work  should  be  carried  out  by  the 
moth  superintendents  in  the  various  towns  of  the  County 
since  many  of  them  already  have  the  necessary  equip¬ 
ment. 
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CHILD  HYGIENE 

During  the  year,  we  have  continued  our  promotional 
work  in  this  field  and  many  clinics  have  been  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  this  Department  for  the  health 
evaluation  of  children  of  ages  from  one  to  six. 

In  February,  we  were  able  to  secure  the  services  of  a 
dental  hygienist,  and  institute  a  program  for  the  control 
of  dental  caries  among  school  children  by  the  application 
of  sodium  fluoride.  We  have  also  been  able  to  secure  the 
aid  of  workers  from  the  United  States  Public  Health  Serv¬ 
ice  and  the  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  expect 
to  have  completed  all  schools  in  the  County  at  the  end 
of  the  year  following  the  beginning  of  the  work.

To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following  Town  Officers  and 
Committees:  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes  for 
one  year;  one  Selectman,  Overseer  of  Public  Welfare  and  Board  of 
Health  for  three  years;  one  Assessor  for  three  years;  three  Herring 
Committee,  for  one  year;  one  School  Committee  for  three  years; 
one  School  Committee  for  two  years;  three  Constables  for  one  year; 
one  Trustee  of  Brooks  Library  for  three  years;  one  Park  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  three  years;  one  Park  Commissioner  for  two  years;  Mod¬ 
erator  for  one  year;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years;  Sur¬ 
veyor  of  Highways  for  one  year;  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for 
three  years.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars  ($1,700.00),  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  a  new  police  cruiser  for  the  Harwich  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  and  act  fully  thereon.  Purchase  of  cruiser  to  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Accepted  and  adopted.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,200.00. 

Article  63.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  ($1,145.00),  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  radio  system  for  the  Harwich 
Police  Department  and  act  fully  thereon. 

Accepted  and  adopted.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,145.00. 

Article  64.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  extend  the  water  main  from  Lower  County  Road 
on  Strandway,  Pine  Lane,  Mill  Point  Road  and  Riverway  in  West 
Harwich,  and  to  act  fully  there®n. 

Indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  65.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  water  main 
on  Kelley  Street  and  to  determine  whether  the  appropriation  shall 
be  provided  for  by  taxation,  by  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the 
Treasury,  or  by  issuance  of  a  loan. 

Indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  66.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water 
mains  on  Sequatucket  Bluffs  Road,  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 

Indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  67.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  release  to  Mildred  B. 
Paine,  the  present  owner  of  the  land,  the  easement  granted  by 
Loring  G.  Williams  and  Nellie  C.  Williams  to  said  Town  under 
date  of  November  20,  1936;  said  easement  to  lay,  maintain,  operate, 
repair  and  renew,  etc.,  a  water  main  from  the  High  School  lot  to 
Parallel  Street  over  said  land,  which  easement  never  has  been 
exercised,  and  which  is  recorded  with  Barnstable  County  Deeds  in 
Book  521,  Page  397;  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  and 
deliver  said  release  in  the  name  of  the  Town.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00),  to  be  used  by  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  for  extending  water  mains  where  requested, 
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providing  that  the  estimated  income  is  at  least  6%  of  the  cost  of 
installing. 

Accepted  and  adopted.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,000.00. 

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  standpipe  with 
control  valves  and  appurtenant  piping  on  land  owned  by  the  Town 
known  as  “Brooks  Park  Grove,”  and  determine  whether  the  appro¬ 
priation  shall  be  provided  for  by  taxation,  by  transfer  from  available 
funds  in  the  Treasury,  or  by  issuance  of  a  loan. 

Accepted  and  adopted.  Voted  to  transfer  from  surplus  funds  the 
sum  of  $75,000.00. 

Article  71.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  the  Water  Department  construction  account 
for  extending  water  mains  and  appurtenances  in  such  streets  and 
ways,  public  or  private,  as  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  shall 
determine.  Also,  determine  whether  the  appropriation  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  taxation,  by  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury, 
or  by  issuance  of  a  loan. 

Indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  72.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  trench  digger  and  backfiller  for  use 
by  the  Water  Department. 

Accepted  and  adopted.  Voted  to  take  from  surplus  funds  the 
sum  of  $3,500.00. 

Article  73.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  adopt  as  a  By-Law 
the  following  Ordinance. 

TOWN  OF  HARWICH 
AN  ORDINANCE 

BUILDING  AND  FIRE  PREVENTION  BY-LAW 

Section  1.  To  promote  the  health,  safety,  moral  and  general  wel¬ 
fare  of  its  inhabitants,  to  lessen  the  danger  from  fire,  and  to  improve 
the  Town.  The  construction,  repair,  alterations  of  buildings,  and 
structures  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  are  hereby  restricted  and  regu¬ 
lated  as  provided  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3,  Chapter  143 
of  General  Laws  as  amended  by  Act  of  1933,  Chapter  544. 

Section  2.  Notification  of  intent  to  build,  etc. 

Par.  1.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  recon¬ 
structed  without  a  permit  granted  by  the  building  inspector. 

Par.  2.  This  shall  not  apply  to  small  accessory  buildings  not  to 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  habitation,  business,  or  public  assembly 
with  a  floor  space  of  less  than  300  square  feet. 

Section  3.  Applications  for  building  permits  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  plan  of  the  lot  showing  the  actual  dimensions  of  the  lot  and 
exact  location  and  size  of  building  structures  to  be  erected,  together 
with  location  of  cesspool  or  septic  tank  and  water  supplies  on  pro¬ 
posed  lot  and  adjacent  lots,  and  streets  and  alleys  on  and  adjacent 
to  the  lot.  A  record  of  such  applications  and  plans  shall  be  kept  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Building  Inspector. 
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Section  4.  Front  yards. 

Par.  1.  All  buildings  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
from  the  street  line. 

Par.  2.  All  buildings  shall  be  ten  (10)  feet  from  property  lines 
and  all  buildings  intended  for  human  inhabitation  shall  be  at  least 
twenty  (20)  feet  from  existing  dwellings. 

Section  5.  Chimneys. 

Par.  1.  All  chimneys  hereafter  built  in  any  building  used  for 
habitation,  business  or  public  assembly,  shall  be  built  of  brick  or 
other  non-combustible  material,  constructed  from  the  ground  up  and 
not  supported  or  hung  in  any  way  by  wood  or  combustible  material. 
All  chimneys  shall  have  a  terra  cotta  flue  lining  and  the  face  walls 
of  fireplaces  may  be  of  a  4  inch  masonry  instead  of  8  inch  masonry. 

Par.  1A.  Adequate  iron  mantel  bars  or  masonry  arches  shall  be 
used  over  all  fireplaces  or  grate  openings.  All  jambs  and  the  backs 
of  all  fireplaces,  range  or  grate  openings  shall  be  at  least  8  inches 
thick,  except  self-forming  metal  fireplaces  may  have  4  inch  masonry 
walls.  No  hearth  shall  be  laid  on  any  wood  or  any  combustible  ma¬ 
terial.  All  framing  shall  be  at  least  2  inches  from  any  chimney 
and  all  boarding  shall  be  at  least  1  inch  from  chimney. 

Par.  2.  No  smoke  pipe  or  metal  flue  shall  pass  through  any 
wooden  partitions  without  a  safety  thimble  of  fireproof  material, 
the  thimble  to  extend  the  full  width  of  the  partition  or  the  smoke 
pipe  flue  to  be  8  inches  from  any  woodwork. 

Par.  3.  Separate  flues  should  be  arranged  for  fireplaces  and  heat¬ 
ing  or  cooking  units,  with  a  cleanout  door  at  bottom  of  flue  for 
heating  or  cooking  unit. 

Section  6.  Fire  stops. 

All  buildings  used  for  habitation,  business  or  for  public  assembly 
hereafter  erected  shall  have  fire  stops  at  all  floor  and  ceiling  lines. 

Section  7.  Foundations. 

All  foundations  to  be  of  continuous  masonry  wall,  exclusive  of 
window  or  access  openings  and  shall  also  have  masonry  footings. 
Piers  if  any  shall  also  have  masonry  walls  and  footings. 

Section  8.  Hazards. 

No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  if  the  construction  will  consti¬ 
tute  a  hazard. 

Section  8A.  Sewage. 

Par.  1.  A  cesspool  or  other  means  of  sewage  disposal  may  be 
constructed  only  after  a  permit  is  secured  from  the  town  Board 
of  Health  and  installation  shall  be  in  accordance  with  their  rules. 

Section  9.  Inspection  of  buildings. 

No  wall  or  ceiling  in  any  building  shall  be  covered  or  lathed  until 
the  Building  Inspector  has  been  notified  and  has  an  opportunity  to 
inspect  such  work.  Building  Inspector  shall  forthwith  make  an 
inspection  within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  of  the  receipt  of  such 
notice  so  as  not  to  hold  up  any  work  of  construction. 

Section  10.  Enforcement. 

This  By-Law  shall  be  administered  by  the  Building  Inspector. 
He  shall  approve  no  application  of  any  kind,  plans  or  specifications, 
which  are  not  in  all  respects  in  conformity  to  this  By-Law. 
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Section  11.  Board  of  Appeals. 

Par.  1.  A  Board  of  Appeals  is  hereby  established,  to  consist  of 
three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  All  members 
shall  be  residents  of  the  Town  of  Harwich.  The  appointments  first 
made  shall  be  for  1,  2,  and  3  years  respectively,  so  that  the  term 
of  one  member  shall  expire  each  year.  All  subsequent  appointments 
shall  be  for  the  term  of  three  years.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  unexpired  term.  No  member  shall  act 
in  any  case  in  which  he  is  interested  and  in  case  any  member  is  so 
disqualified,  the  remaining  members  shall  designate  a  substitute. 
Every  decision  of  the  board  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  require 
the  assent  of  at  least  two  members,  and  shall  be  a  matter  of  public 
record. 

Par.  2.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  refusal  of  the  building 
inspector  to  issue  a  permit  under  the  provisions  of  the  By-Law, 
or  by  a  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  made  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  By-Law,  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  The 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  thereon,  and  render 
a  decision.  They  may  make  rules  for  such  hearings,  and  shall  notify 
abutting  owners  and  all  holders  of  real  estate  who  might  be  affected, 
in  writing. 

Par.  3.  No  approval  shall  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
without  considering  the  effects  upon  the  neighborhood  and  the 
Town.  If  a  permit  would  result  in  substantial  injury,  it  shall  be 
refused. 

Section  12.  Penalty. 

Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
By-Law  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 
Each  day  that  such  violation  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense. 

Section  13.  Building  Inspector. 

(A) .  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  within  one  week  after  the 
acceptance  of  this  By-Law  and  thereafter  annually,  in  March,  and 
subsequent  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  appoint  an  inspector  of 
Buildings  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  first  of 
April  following,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

(B) .  The  person  appointed  and  qualified  to  act  as  inspector  shall 
receive  such  salary  or  compensation  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  within  the  appropriation  for  the  inspection  of  build¬ 
ings  and  no  other  fees  or  compensation  shall  be  allowed  or  paid 
to  him. 

(C) .  He  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  and  he  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
may  prescribe  for  the  proper  conduct  of  this  office.  He  shall  submit 
an  annual  report  in  January  of  each  year  of  the  work  of  his  office 
for  publication  in  the  Town  report. 

(D) .  The  inspector  of  Buildings  shall  make  inspections  of  all 
building  operations  within  this  Town  and  he  may,  for  these  purposes, 
enter  upon  the  premises  where  such  operations  are  carried  on,  at  all 
reasonable  times,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  all 
violations  of  this  ordinance,  or  of  the  condition  of  any  permit 
issued. 

(E) .  The  Building  Inspector,  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  may  take 
measures  as  public  safety  requires  to  carry  this  By-Law  in  effect. 
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Section  14.  Fees. 

The  fee  for  each  permit  shall  be  $1.00. 

Accepted  and  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  Section  8,  Hazards. 
Also  Section  4,  Part  2 — first  line  changed  to  read:  “All  buildings 
shall  be  not  less  than  10  ft.  from  property  lines.” 

Article  74.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  suffi¬ 
cient  sum  for  building  inspection  for  the  year  1950,  amount  to  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee. 

It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  this 
article. 

Article  75.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  By-Laws 
by  accepting  and  adopting  the  following  section: 

BUILDING  PERMITS 

Section  1.  Before  any  person  erects  a  building  of  any  nature 
within  the  Town  of  Harwich,  or  remodels  and  alters  any  building, 
there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  a  request  for 
a  permit  to  proceed  with  the  construction.  No  construction  shall  be 
started  until  the  Selectmen  have  granted  such  permit.  There  shall 
be  a  charge  of  one  dollar  ($1.00),  for  each  permit. 

Section  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  this  By-Law  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20.00). 

Indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  76.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  report  of 
the  committee  on  revision  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  and  accept 
and  adopt  the  amended  By-Laws  hereby  submitted  by  said  com¬ 
mittee,  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  HARWICH 

Article  I 

TOWN  MEETING 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  March. 

Section  2.  All  warrants  for  Town  Meetings,  whether  annual 
or  special,  shall  be  served  by  a  constable  by  posting  attested  copies 
in  each  Post  Office  in  said  Town  not  earlier  than  fourteen  days 
nor  later  than  seven  days  before  the  meeting  and  by  printing  a 
like  copy  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  said  Town. 

Section  3.  All  articles  to  be  inserted  in  the  Annual  Town  Warrant 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen  not  later  than  Jan¬ 
uary  10th,  previous  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  All  articles  for 
a  Special  Town  Meeting  shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Select¬ 
men  two  weeks  before  the  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Section  4.  A  quorum  for  an  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting 
shall  be  not  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters,  but  any 
Special  Town  Meeting  for  the  sole  purpose  of  transfer  of  funds, 
fifty  registered  voters  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  5.  The  fiscal  year  shall  end  on  the  31st  day  of  December. 

Article  II 

PROCEDURE  AT  TOWN  MEETING 

Section  1.  During  the  legislative  sessions  of  Town  Meeting  the 
floor  shall  be  occupied  solely  by  registered  voters,  and  it  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  Moderator  during  the  polling  of  questions  to  clear  the 
floor  of  all  non-voters. 

Section  2.  All  motions  and  amendments  shall  be  in  writing  when 
required  by  the  Moderator. 

Section  3.  Reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing. 

Section  4.  No  one  but  the  Moderator  shall  interrupt  another  while 
speaking,  except  to  call  him  to  order. 

Section  5.  No  motion  moved,  seconded  and  stated  can  be  with¬ 
drawn  without  a  motion  to  that  effect. 

Section  6.  No  one  shall  speak  on  the  same  question  more  than 
twice,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes,  without  leave  of  the  meeting. 

Section  7.  When  a  vote  decided  by  the  Moderator  is  questioned, 
it  shall  be  made  certain  by  the  voters  of  either  side,  rising  and 
standing  until  counted  by  the  Moderator  or  by  tellers  appointed 
by  him. 

Section  8.  No  one  shall  move  reconsideration  of  any  vote  unless 
he  voted  in  the  majority,  said  motion  to  be  made  within  thirty 
minutes  of  the  passage  of  said  vote.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  note  in 
writing  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  vote  and  also  the  time  when 
the  motion  of  reconsideration  was  made. 

Section  9.  The  duties  of  a  Moderator,  not  specially  provided  by 
law  or  by  these  By-Laws,  shall  be  determined  by  the  rules  of  prac¬ 
tice  contained  in  Cushing’s  Manual  of  Parliamentary  Practice,  so 
far  as  the  same  is  applicable  to  a  Town  Meeting. 

Article  III 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Town  shall  have  a  Finance  Committee,  appointed 
by  the  Moderator,  in  Open  Town  Meeting  and  to  consist  of  nine 
members,  three  to  be  appointed  every  year  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  and  no  one  of  said  committee  shall  be  a  holder  of  elective 
or  appointive  Town  office  at  or  during  his  term  of  appointment. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  con¬ 
sider  the  annual  estimates  and  expenditures  of  all  departments 
and  officers  of  the  Town  and  submit  a  budget  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  with  such  explanations  as  they  deem  necessary.  They 
shall  also  consider  all  articles  in  the  Annual  and  Special  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  Warrants  and  shall  make  such  recommendations  as  it  deems 
best  for  the  interest  of  the  Town. 

Section  3.  The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  shall  be  pub¬ 
lished  at  least  once  before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  Town 
newspaper. 


Article  IV 
TOWN  CLERK 

Section  1.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  notify  in  writing  all  committees 
appointed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  their  appointment. 

Section  2.  After  every  annual  or  other  town  meeting,  at  which 
any  money  is  voted  to  be  raised,  the  Clerk  shall  make  a  list  of  the 
sums  voted  expressing  therein  the  particular  purposes  to  which 
they  are  to  be  applied,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Selectmen. 
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Section  3.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  make  an  annual  report  including 
his  record  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  all  special  meetings 
held  during  the  year  for  which  the  report  is  made. 

Section  4.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  keep  and  cause  to  be  perman¬ 
ently  bound,  one  or  more  files  of  the  Town  Reports. 

Article  V 

TOWN  TREASURER 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  deeds,  bonds, 
and  insurance  policies  belonging  to  the  Town,  except  that  the  bond 
of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Selectmen. 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  an  annual  report  which  shall 
contain  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  received  and  paid  out 
by  him  during  the  year. 

Section  3.  The  payment  of  all  moneys  by  the  Treasurer,  shall 
be  made  by  the  order  of  the  Selectmen  or  a  majority  of  them,  in 
writing,  which  shall  indicate  the  appropriation  from  which  the 
money  is  to  be  paid,  but  no  order  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Selectmen 
and  no  orders  paid  by  the  Treasurer  for  any  purpose  not  obligatory 
by  law  or  not  determined  by  the  Town. 

Article  VI 
SELECTMEN 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  full  authority  as  agents 
of  the  Town  acting  upon  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel,  to  settle  any 
claims  or  suits  against  the  Town  which  in  their  judgment  cannot 
be  successfully  defended,  when  the  sum  to  be  paid  does  not  exceed 
fifty  dollars.  Any  settlement  requiring  the  payment  of  a  sum  greater 
than  fifty  dollars,  except  as  authorized  by  law,  shall  be  made  only 
when  authorized  •  by  the  voters  at  a  Town  Meeting. 

Section  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  report  to  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  preceding  such  meeting.  Said  report  shall  state  what  expendi¬ 
tures  have  been  made;  what  balance  of  appropriations,  if  any, 
remain  unexpended  and  shall  contain  the  warrant  for  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Selectmen  may  appear  in  the  interest  of  the  Town, 
either  personally  or  by  the  Town  Counsel,  before  any  court,  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  legislature,  or  any  State  or  County  Board  or  Com¬ 
mission;  they  shall  have  full  authority  as  agents  of  the  Town,  acting 
upon  the  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel,  to  institute  and  prosecute 
any  or  all  necessary  suits  and  proceedings  in  favor  of  the  Town, 
and  to  appear  and  defend  any  and  all  suits  and  legal  proceedings 
against  or  involving  the  Town’s  interest. 

Article  VII 
TOWN  COUNSEL 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  a  Town  Coun¬ 
sel,  who  shall  be  an  attorney  and  counsellor  at  law  and  a  resident  of 
the  Town,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  April  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 
He  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Selectmen  may  deter¬ 
mine,  subject  to  the  appropriation  of  the  Town  therefor. 

Section  2.  The  Town  Counsel  shall  act  as  legal  advisor  and  coun¬ 
sellor  to  the  Town  and  all  its  departments. 
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Article  VIII 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  All  elective  and  appointive  officers  and  committees 
shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Town  and  such  report  shall  be 
embodied  in  the  Annual  Town  Report.  Such  a  report  shall  be  item¬ 
ized  to  the  extent  of  showing  at  least  the  amount  of  money,  goods, 
refunds,  credits  or  real  estate  abatements,  received  by  such  persons 
from  the  Town  excepting  such  amounts  as  prohibited  by  law  to 
be  published. 

Article  IX 
LICENSES 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  obstruct  or  excavate  any  public  way 
without  first  obtaining  a  license  therefor.  The  Surveyor  of  High¬ 
ways  or  other  official  having  charge  of  the  streets  and  highways 
of  the  Town  may,  upon  written  application  therefor,  grant  licenses 
in  writing  for  the  obstruction  or  excavation  of  any  street  or  high¬ 
way  or  for  such  excavation  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting,  repairing,  altering  or  removing  any  building  or  struc¬ 
ture  or  for  the  laying  of  drains,  gas  pipes,  water  pipes,  electric 
conduits  or  for  any  purpose  which  to  him  may  seem  reasonable 
and  proper.  And  such  official  in  charge  of  the  streets  and  high¬ 
ways  shall  require  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  acting  under 
such  license  to  make  repair  of  any  damage  that  may  be  done  to 
any  part  of  the  highway  resulting  therefrom,  and  such  repair  shall 
be  at  the  expense  of  the  licensee  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Surveyor  of  Highways  or  other  official  in  charge  of  the  streets 
and  highways;  except,  that  the  Water  Department  of  the  Town 
of  Harwich  shall  not  be  required  to  obtain  such  license  or  make 
such  repair  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  water  services 
from  its  mains  or  in  connection  with  emergency  repairs,  but  such 
license  shall  be  required  for  the  installation  or  extension  of  mains 
in  the  water  system  of  the  Town  of  Harwich.  The  official  having 
charge  of  the  streets  and  highways  shall  require  every  license  under 
this  section  to  execute  such  indemnity  bond,  and  with  such  sureties 
and  in  such  sums  which  to  him  may  seem  reasonable  and  proper 
and  all  such  bonds  shall  be  approved  as  to  form  by  the  Town  Coun¬ 
sel  prior  to  execution. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  collection  of  junk  or 
second  hand  commodities  within  the  Town  or  engage  in  the  business 
of  junk  dealer  or  second  hand  commodity  dealer  without  first 
obtaining  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
collection  of  such  junk  and  second  hand  commodities  and  junk 
dealers  and  second  hand  commodity  dealers  as  may  be  reasonable 
and  proper  and  any  licensee  so  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
under  this  section,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations 
made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  pursuant  to  this  section,  shall  be 
subject  to  such  penalties  as  are  hereinafter  provided;  also  the 
Selectmen  may  revoke  such  license  for  any  violation  at  their 
pleasure. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  collection  of  garbage, 
rubbish  or  offal  without  first  obtaining  a  license  from  the  Board 
of  Health  from  the  Town  and  all  such  licenses  shall  comply  with 
all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  any 
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violation  thereof  shall  be  punished  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  as 
may  be  provided  by  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  such 
licenses  may  be  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  any  violation 
of  its  regulations. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  dump  any  rubbish  or  refuse  on  any 
land  within  the  Town  without  a  permit  from  the  owner,  and  in  no 
case  within  one  hundred  feet  from  a  highway,  except  where  a  permit 
is  given  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  dump  or  cause  to  be  dumped  in  any 
dumping  ground  ^maintained  by  the  Town,  any  rubbish  or  other 
material  brought  from  without  the  limits  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich. 

Section  6.  Whoever  violates  Section  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  of  this 
Article,  shall,  except  where  a  different  provision  is  made  by  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  said  Town 
of  Harwich,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  as  a  fine;  such 
fine,  however,  not  to  act  as  a  bar  to  an  action  of  tort.

AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  amended  or  repealed 
by  a  majority  vote  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town,  or 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  but  in  no  case 
unless  the  particular  By-Law  to  be  altered,  repealed  or  amended 
is  specified  in  the  Warrant  calling  the  meeting. 

Moved:  “That  By-Laws,  as  provided  under  Art.  76  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  Warrant  be  accepted  and  adopted  as  printed,  with 
the  exception  that  Article  1,  Section  1,  shall  read:  ‘The  Annual  Town 
Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February’,  and  that 
‘licensee’  be  used  instead  of  ‘license’  on  the  18th  line  on  page  22, 
Town  Warrant  (in  printed  booklet.  That  in  Article  1,  Section  3,  the 
word  ‘10th’  be  stricken  out  and  that  ‘1st’  be  inserted  in  its  place.” 
With  these  necessary  changes  the  adoption  of  the  By-Laws  was 
carried  unanimously  by  voice  vote.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich : 

Following  the  February  elections,  the  Harwich  School 
Committee  was  organized  with  Mr.  Channing  Baker  as 
Chairman  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Leonard  as  Secretary.  The 
Committee  has  met  twice  each  month  throughout  the 
year. 

The  most  pressing  problem  for  the  coming  year  stems 
from  the  rapid  growth  in  our  school  population.  For  a  full 
discussion  of  this  problem,  we  refer  you  to  the  reports 
of  the  Superintendent  and  of  the  Elementary  Principal. 
We  feel  that  under  existing  world  conditions  it  would  not 
be  wise  to  recommend  large  expenditures  for  an  addition 
to  the  Elementary  School.  Not  only  are  costs  at  an  all 
time  high,  but  building  materials  are  becoming  more  diffi¬ 
cult  to  obtain.  It  would  probably  be  impossible  to  complete 
any  addition  to  the  new  school  in  time  for  occupancy  next 
fall.  Moreover,  the  fact  that  our  school  population  may 
decline  if  the  world  situation  becomes  more  critical  leads 
us  to  the  conclusion  that  at  the  present  time  it  would  be 
more  practical  to  again  occupy  the  Brooks  Academy 
Building.  This  would  allow  us  to  divide  grades  four  and 
five,  thus  keeping  our  teacher  loads  below  30,  which  is 
the  maximum  for  best  results. 

Another  project  which  the  School  Committee  is  plan¬ 
ning  to  adopt  for  the  coming  year  is  the  establishment 
of  a  public  kindergarten.  This  is  a  project  which  has  been 
under  consideration  for  several  years,  but  has  been  post¬ 
poned  because  of  more  pressing  problems.  Some  of  our 
children  have  had  the  advantage  of  attending  private 
kindergartens,  but  many  others  enter  the  first  grade 
without  having  learned  to  adjust  to  work  with  a  group. 
As  a  result,  the  first  grade  teachers  must  spend  a  large 
proportion  of  the  time  during  the  first  part  of  the  year 
in  teaching  the  children  how  to  work  together.  The  kinder¬ 
garten  has  proved  so  successful  in  other  towns  that  it  has 
become  an  accepted  part  of  the  school  program,  and  we 
believe  it  should  be  adopted  for  Harwich. 

The  extension  of  the  school  program  as  outlined  will,  of 
course,  increase  the  net  cost  of  our  schools.  Due  to  the 
fact  that  the  cost  of  the  hot  lunch  program  is  now  being 
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paid  from  proceeds,  the  total  school  budget  will  not  in¬ 
crease  for  the  next  year.  We  believe  that  the  citizens  will 
approve  these  expenditures  as  necessary  for  the  kind  of 
educational  program  we  wish  to  develop  in  the  Town  of 
Harwich.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  our  total 
school  costs  have  increased  during  the  last  few  years,  our 
school  population  has  increased  at  the  same  rate.  In  1947 
the  net  cost  per  child  was  $175;  in  1948  it  was  $174;  in 
1949  it  was  $183 ;  and  it  will  be  about  $195  for  1950.  In 
other  words,  it  is  costing  only  $20  per  child  more  to  edu¬ 
cate  our  children  than  it  was  in  1947,  an  increase  of  about 
11%.  Considering  the  rapid  rise  in  other  costs  over  the 
same  period,  this  does  not  seem  excessive. 

Major  repair  items  through  the  year  have  included  the 
waterproofing  of  the  high  school,  the  rebuilding  of  the 
high  school  chimney  which  was  struck  by  lightning  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer,  painting  of  the  household  arts  room,  the 
repair  and  painting  of  the  exits  from  the  high  school  audi¬ 
torium,  and  the  replacement  of  the  back  curtains  of  the 
stage.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee  to  spend 
enough  money  each  year  to  keep  the  school  plants  in  good 
condition.  The  townspeople  have  every  right  to  be  proud 
of  their  two  buildings  with  the  campus  between.  We  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  many  visitors  from  towns  which  have  been 
less  fortunate  in  their  school  buildings.  In  every  case,  the 
comments  have  been  favorable  and  the  town  has  been 
commended  in  providing  such  fine  facilities  for  its  children. 

In  closing,  we  should  like  to  call  attention  to  the  re¬ 
ports  of  the  other  school  personnel.  We  feel  that  careful 
reading  of  these  reports,  plus  a  study  of  the  statistics, 
will  give  a  clear  understanding  of  the  Harwich  schools. 
We  are  giving  our  best  effort  to  the  work  of  developing 
the  educational  program  for  our  children.  We  feel  that 
we  have  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  of  the  towns¬ 
people,  and  together  we  shall  continue  to  maintain  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  which  we  can  be  proud.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Harwich : 

I  approach  the  preparation  of  this,  my  fourth  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Harwich  Schools,  with 
both  pleasure  and  grave  concern.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report 
the  progress  of  the  past  year  and  to  voice  the  opinion  that 
our  schools  are  in  excellent  condition,  both  in  respect  to 
the  physical  plants,  and  to  the  educational  function  car¬ 
ried  on  in  those  plants.  Our  teachers  and  other  school  per¬ 
sonnel  are  doing  their  best  to  produce  the  results  which 
we  have  a  right  to  expect  and  demand. 

My  concern  stems  from  the  present  chaotic  world  con¬ 
ditions  which  make  it  impossible  to  predict  what  is  in 
store  for  education  in  the  future.  At  the  time  this  report 
is  being  written,  it  would  seem  that  World  War  III  might 
start  at  any  time.  If  this  should  happen,  not  only  would 
our  school  population  decrease,  but  many  of  our  young 
men  and  women,  both  teachers  and  pupils,  would  be  called 
into  the  service.  There  would  also  be  u  readjustment  of 
the  whole  high  school  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  a 
country  at  war. 

In  these  uncertain  times,  it  is  impossible  to  develop 
a  long  range  educational  program,  especially  in  comuni- 
ties  which  have  as  fluctuating  populations  as  Cape  Cod 
towns.  As  far  as  the  physical  plant  is  concerned,  the  wisest 
course  would  seem  to  be  to  use  our  existing  facilities  to  the 
best  possible  advantage  until  we  can  determine  more 
clearly  than  at  present  what  will  develop  in  the  world 
situation.  I  also  believe  that  it  is  our  duty  to  carry  on  as 
nearly  normal  a  program  as  possible,  keeping  the  tensions 
of  the  world  out  of  the  classroom. 

SCHOOL  POPULATION 

In  the  school  report  of  last  year,  it  was  pointed  out 
that  although  we  have  solved  our  space  problems  for  the 
time  being,  we  should  again  be  faced  with  the  need  for 
more  classrooms  if  our  population  increase  continued. 
Since  this  need  has  become  more  acute  during  the  past 
year,  it  becomes  necessary  to  emphasize  again  the  prob¬ 
lems  with  which  we  may  soon  have  to  cope.  The  following 
tables  will  illustrate  the  recent  trend  in  our  school  popu¬ 
lation.

A  study  of  these  tables  will  show  the  increase  in  popu¬ 
lation  and  will  demonstrate  the  following  facts : 

(1)  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  with  any  degree  of 
accuracy  what  our  school  population  will  be  six  years  from 
now.  It  is  standard  practice  to  note  the  birth  rate  in  any 
particular  year  and  anticipate  that  the  entering  grade 
six  years  later  will  approximate  this  figure.  It  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  apply  this  practice  to  our  own  situation.  For  the 
past  five  years,  our  entering  first  grade  has  averaged  40% 
higher  than  the  corresponding  birth  rate  would  indicate. 
If  we  continue  to  follow  this  pattern,  we  shall  have  enter¬ 
ing  grades  of  48  in  1951,  77  in  1952,  77  in  1953,  83  in 
1954,  and  94  in  1955.  This  fluctuation  is  due  in  part  to 
the  increased  birth  rate  of  the  last  few  years,  but  to  a 
larger  degree  it  is  due  to  the  rapid  growth  in  our  adult 
population. 

(2)  That  a  considerable  number  of  our  pupils  are  new¬ 
comers  to  the  Cape  is  shown  in  Table  2  where  it  will  be 
noted  that  grades  8,  10  and  11  have  more  members  than 
they  had  in  1944. 

(3)  Grades  1-6  have  memberships  from  43  to  58,  and 
we  should  have  two  teachers  per  grade. 

(4)  The  high  school  which  now  has  a  population  of  203 
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will  graduate  a  class  of  24  and  will  receive  a  class  of  47 
in  1951.  This  will  mean  an  enrollment  of  about  226  pupils, 
and  if  we  receive  as  many  transfers  as  we  did  this  fall, 
we  shall  approach  the  capacity  of  the  building  which  is 
240. 

(5)  The  effect  of  a  war  upon  our  school  population  may 
be  noted  in  Table  3.  Note  the  decrease  in  high  school  pop¬ 
ulation  from  an  all  time  high  of  235  in  1939  to  142  in  1943. 

The  purpose  of  this  section  of  the  school  report,  then, 
is  to  stress  the  need  for  additional  space  at  the  elementary 
level,  to  issue  a  warning  that  the  high  school  may  become 
over-crowded  in  the  near  future,  and  to  warn  that  if  the 
world  conflict  which  seems  imminent  at  the  time  of  this 
writing  should  develop,  our  school  population  will  prob¬ 
ably  decrease  rapidly.  Under  existing  circumstances,  our 
elementary  needs  for  next  year  are  12  regular  grade 
rooms,  one  remedial  room,  and  one  kindergarten  room. 

KINDERGARTEN 

The  kindergarten  has  become  an  accepted  part  of  the 
modern  school  system.  For  some  time  it  has  been  felt  that 
Harwich  should  have  a  kindergarten,  but  the  project  has 
been  delayed  by  our  need  to  supply  space  and  facilities 
for  our  regular  school  children  first.  Since  we  are  advocat¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  a  kindergarten  this  year,  it  might 
be  well  to  state  clearly  just  what  we  expect  to  accomplish 
by  the  addition  of  this  extra  school  year. 

The  aim  of  the  kindergarten  is  not  to  teach  formal  read¬ 
ing,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  nor  is  it  free  baby-sitting 
service.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  establish  a 
happy  transition  from  the  home  to  the  school  and  to 
develop  for  both  children  and  parents  a  liking  for,  and  a 
lasting  interest  in,  the  school.  Kindergarten  prepares  the 
child  for  the  first  grade  in  many  ways : 

(1)  Social-emotional  needs.  The  child  learns  to  get 
along  with  others,  to  work  in  groups,  to  be  cour¬ 
teous,  to  develop  self-control.  Everything  possible 
is  done  to  eliminate  fears,  tensions,  and  emotional 
outbursts. 

(2)  Physical  needs.  The  large  muscles  are  developed 
through  lively  games  and  rhythmic  activities,  and 
the  small  muscles  are  coordinated  through  mani¬ 
pulation  of  materials  such  as  crayons,  paints,  chalk, 
clay,  and  other  media. 
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(3)  Intellectual  needs. 

a.  Lengthening  interest  span  by  l©arning  to  com¬ 
plete  a  job. 

b.  Creative  expression  through  music,  painting, 
and  other  art  materials. 

c.  Language  arts.  The  child’s  speaking  vocabulary 
is  enlarged,  laying  the  foundation  for  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  reading  skills  in  the  first  grade. 
His  ability  to  express  himself  is  increased  by 
telling  of  experiences  and  by  listening  to  the 
teacher  and  other  pupils. 

d.  Social  studies.  By  dramatizing  home  experiences, 
stories,  excursions,  exhibits,  pictures,  etc.,  the 
child’s  interest  in  home,  school,  and  community 
is  sharpened.  He  finds  that  all  children  have  the 
same  needs,  and  his  social  attitudes  and  con¬ 
sciousness  of  accepted  social  behavior  are  de¬ 
veloped. 

e.  Number  concepts.  While  no  formal  arithmetic 
is  taught,  number  concepts  are  developed 
through  such  activities  as  counting,  comparisons, 
shapes  of  objects,  the  clock  as  a  measure  of 
time,  the  calendar  as  a  measure  of  days,  weeks, 
and  months,  and  money  values. 

f.  Natural  sciences.  The  kindergarten  child  is  ob¬ 
servant  of  things  about  him  and  is  asking  ‘‘how” 
and  “why.”  Through  nature  walks,  nature  ex¬ 
hibits,  pets,  and  sharing  experiences  the  child 
gains  awareness  of  his  environment. 

The  purpose  of  this  brief  discussion  is  to  correct  any 
misconceptions  which  may  exist  concerning  the  aims  of 
the  program.  To  a  casual  observer,  the  kindergarten  in 
operation  might  seem  to  be  a  place  where  the  children 
play,  color  pictures,  and  tell  stories  for  a  year.  The  more 
observant  person  will  realize  that  every  game,  every  draw¬ 
ing  lesson,  and  every  story  has  a  specific  purpose  which 
leads  to  the  larger  objective  of  developing  children  physi¬ 
cally,  mentally,  and  socially. 

PERSONNEL 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  only  one  teacher  resigned 
from  our  system  last  year.  We  should  aim  to  employ  and 
to  retain  strong,  well-qualified  teachers,  realizing  that  a 
strong,  coordinated  faculty  is  the  backbone  of  any  school 
system.  This  coordination  can  be  attained  only  by  a  group 
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that  has  worked  together  long  enough  to  develop  a  com¬ 
mon  philosophy  of  education.  The  best  course  of  study 
available  will  not  compensate  for  a  rapid  turn-over  of 
teachers. 

At  the  high  school  level  we  lost  Miss  Mary  Kelley,  who 
accepted  a  position  nearer  her  home.  Miss  Elizabeth  Cash- 
man  was  elected  to  fill  this  vacancy  in  the  commercial 
department.  Miss  Cashman  is  a  graduate  of  Mount  St. 
Mary  College  in  Hooksett,  N.  H. 

At  the  elementary  level,  Miss  Gladys  Crosby  was 
granted  a  year’s  leave  of  absence,  and  Mrs.  Helen  Perisho 
was  elected  to  fill  her  place  for  the  year.  Mrs.  Perisho  is 
a  graduate  of  Penn  College  in  Oskaloosa,  Iowa.  She  has 
taught  for  several  years  in  Iowa,  Pennsylvania,  and  New 
Jersey. 

This  small  turn-over  of  teachers  has  tended  to  make 
the  present  school  year  start,  and  continue  to  run, 
smoothly  and  efficiently.  It  is  my  hope  that  we  can  con¬ 
tinue  to  retain  our  teachers. 

FINANCE 

Although  the  total  cost  of  our  schools  has  continued 
to  rise  during  the  last  few  years,  it  is  important  for  us 
to  realize  that  the  school  enrollment  has  also  increased 
rapidly,  and  that  the  net  cost  per  child  has  leveled  off  at 
about  $195.  This  figure  compares  favorably  with  the  cost 
per  child  in  the  other  108  Massachusetts  towns  which  have 
populations  of  less  than  5000  and  support  a  high  school. 
It  is  impossible  to  predict  at  this  time  when  the  total  cost 
of  schools  will  reach  a  leveling  off  point.  As  long  as  our 
enrollment  continues  to  increase  and  prices  of  our  supplies 
continue  to  rise,  just  so  long  shall  we  be  faced  with  in¬ 
creased  school  budgets. 

The  table  below  will  show  the  per  unit  increased  cost 
of  three  of  our  most  commonly  used  types  of  paper:

You  will  note  that  these  price  changes  correspond  to 
the  changes  in  prices  of  other  commodities.  The  tendency 
to  lower  prices  last  spring  has  been  reversed,  and  we  have 
been  warned  to  expect  further  advances. 
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DRIVER  EDUCATION 

One  of  the  major  problems  facing  our  country  today  is 
the  alarming  number  of  highway  accidents,  a  substantial 
percentage  of  which  are  caused  by  reckless  teen-age 
drivers.  To  combat  this  menace,  driver  education  courses 
have  been  added  to  the  curriculum  in  many  high  schools. 
This  program  is  encouraged  by  the  Registrar  of  Motor 
Vehicles  and  the  State  Automobile  Dealers’  Association. 
The  instruction  at  Harwich  High  School  is  made  possible 
by  the  fact  that  a  dual-control  car  was  contributed  for  the 
use  of  the  schools  by  the  Chase  Chevrolet  Company  in 

1949- 50,  and  by  the  Manson  Motor  Sales  Corporation  in 

1950- 51. 

Driver  Education  in  Harwich  is  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  William  Fish.  The  course  consists  of  twenty  hours 
in  theory  plus  behind-the-wheel  instruction.  Last  year, 
seventeen  students  from  an  entering  class  of  20  com¬ 
pleted  the  course,  successfully  passed  their  tests  and  re¬ 
ceived  licenses.  This  year  twenty  students  are  taking  the 
course  and  all  will  soon  be  ready  to  take  their  tests. 

Driver  Education  teaches  not  only  the  mechanics  of 
good  driving,  but  stresses  correct  attitudes  on  the  part 
of  the  driver.  Research  covering  the  few  years  since  be- 
hind-the-wheel  courses  were  started  have  shown  that 
students  who  have  this  training  tend  to  be  better  drivers 
than  those  who  have  not.  At  present,  a  ten-year  study 
of  an  equal  number  of  drivers  with  and  without  the  train¬ 
ing  is  under  way.  When  the  study  is  completed  and  a 
year-by-year  comparison  of  their  accident  records  has 
been  made,  we  shall  be  able  to  supply  a  more  accurate 
analysis  of  the  value  of  the  program. 

HEALTH 

A  primary  objective  in  any  educational  system  is  the 
promotion  of  good  health  and  of  good  health  habits  among 
its  pupils.  Harwich  can  well  be  proud  of  its  progress  in  the 
field  of  health,  and  for  an  analysis  of  the  work  of  the 
past  year,  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  school  doctors 
and  the  school  nurse. 

One  of  the  bright  spots  in  our  school  health  program 
is  the  dental  clinic  conducted  by  Dr.  McIntosh.  This  pro¬ 
gram,  sponsored  by  the  District  Nurses’  Association  and 
financed  by  a  $1000  appropriation  from  the  town,  makes 
it  possible  for  any  child  to  have  his  teeth  cared  for  free 
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of  charge.  It  is  regrettable  that  more  parents  do  not  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  have  their  children’s 
teeth  cared  for  during  their  school  days.  A  great  deal  of 
trouble  in  later  life  could  be  prevented  if  the  teeth  were 
given  careful  attention  during  the  critical  growing  period. 

The  extension  of  the  elementary  school  health  program 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Norris  Orchard  is  arousing  a 
great  deal  of  favorable  comment.  Each  child  is  given  a 
very  thorough  examination  in  the  presence  of  his  parents, 
thus  making  sure  that  parents  understand  the  program 
and  more  particularly,  the  health  problems  of  their  own 
children.  The  parents  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their 
interest  and  cooperation  in  this  important  work.  Many 
parents  have  come  for  this  consultation  at  great  incon¬ 
venience  to  themselves,  but  in  every  case  have  felt  that 
the  effort  was  worthwhile.  Another  feature  of  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  the  installation  of  a  new  health  record  card  which 
not  only  makes  provision  for  the  doctor’s  conclusions,  but 
allows  space  for  comment  by  the  teachers  and  the  nurse. 
The  observations  of  these  people  who  are  in  daily  contact 
with  the  children  are  most  helpful  to  the  doctor. 

Another  extension  of  our  health  program  is  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  the  purchase  of  a  pure-tone  audiometer  by  the 
towns  of  Union  No.  20.  Until  this  year  we  have  had  to 
depend  upon  the  county  facilities  for  testing  hearing,  but 
now  we  have  our  own  instrument  which  is  used  in  turn 
by  all  the  towns  of  this  school  union.  Dr.  Moore  has  been 
most  helpful  in  setting  up  a  training  program  for  the 
teachers  and  nurses  assigned  to  this  duty.  The  audiometer 
together  with  the  vision  testing  equipment  which  has  been 
in  use  for  some  years,  rounds  out  our  program  and  insures 
a  complete  physical  check-up  for  every  child. 

Another  school  project  which  directly  affects  the  health 
of  the  children  is  the  hot  lunch  program.  Although  this 
is  now  a  familiar  story  to  most,  occasional  comments  come 
to  our  ears,  indicating  that  not  all  people  do  understand 
the  function  of  the  program.  Every  lunch  served  in  our 
schools  must  furnish  i/2  to  %  of  the  daily  nutritional  needs 
of  the  child  and  must  contain  minimum  amounts  of  pro¬ 
tein,  fats,  and  carbohydrates.  One-half  cup  of  fruit  or 
vegetables  and  one-half  pint  of  milk  must  be  included 
with  each  meal.  These  standards  are  strictly  enforced 
with  spot  checks  from  time  to  time,  and  parents  can  be 
assured  that  every  meal  served  contains  these  elements  in 
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the  correct  proportions.  Another  feature  of  this  program 
is  that  we  take  pride  in  the  cleanliness  and  good  sanita¬ 
tion  practiced  in  our  kitchens.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report 
that  in  a  recent  test  conducted  by  Dr.  Moore’s  office,  our 
dishes  showed  a  very  low  bacteria  count. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  past  school  year, 
the  percentage  of  attendance  at  the  new  elementary  school 
was  the  highest  in  ten  years,  and  was  3%  above  the  ave¬ 
rage  for  the  ten-year  period.  Perhaps  it  is  too  much  to 
claim  that  the  new  school  is  entirely  responsible  for  this 
improvement,  but  it  would  seem  that  the  new  building 
makes  school  more  attractive  to  children  and  that  the 
steady  change  of  air  makes  it  less  likely  that  contagious 
diseases  will  spread. 

In  closing  this  section  of  my  report,  I  should  like  to 
pay  tribute  to  our  school  nurse,  Miss  Adelyn  Peabody,  who 
has  been  carrying  out  her  work  so  quietly  and  efficiently 
that  we  sometimes  forget  how  important  her  program  is. 
Her  great  interest  and  understanding  of  the  children  has 
been  a  great  help  to  doctors,  to  teachers,  and  to  the  ad¬ 
ministration. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  Course  of  Study  Work.  The  program  started  last  year 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Knight  has  been  con¬ 
tinued.  A  course  of  study  in  English  in  grades  one 
through  six  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  teachers.  While  our  long  range  objective  is  to 
develop  courses  of  study  in  all  parts  of  the  curriculum 
and  thus  insure  coordination  throughout  the  grades, 
the  incidental  values  derived  from  working  together 
and  with  Mrs.  Knight  is  of  inestimable  value.  Sugges¬ 
tions  for  motivating  and  presenting  various  phases  of 
the  work  are  presented  at  each  meeting. 

2.  Libraries.  We  have  continued  the  practice  of  budget¬ 
ing  $500  for  the  school  libraries,  and  this  investment 
is  beginning  to  pay  dividends.  It  should  be  realized  that 
this  sum  represents  only  $1  per  child,  and  that  it  will 
take  several  years  to  build  up  the  libraries  to  really 
satisfactory  standards.  Mrs.  Doane  has  been  most  help¬ 
ful  in  welcoming  the  pupils  to  Brooks  Library  and 
explaining  the  library  to  them. 

3.  Nature  Study.  We  have  continued  the  program  offered 
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by  the  Audubon  Society  again  this  year.  The  sixth 
grade  pupils  look  forward  to  Mr.  Levy’s  visits,  and  the 
course  does  much  in  developing  an  interest  and  respect 
for  the  world  of  nature. 

4.  Handwriting.  The  Rinehart  System  has  been  continued 
at  the  elementary  level.  Teachers  and  parents  are 
agreed  that  this  system  has  improved  the  children’s 
writing. 

5.  Report  Cards.  I  call  your  attention  to  Mrs.  Nickerson’s 
report  for  an  explanation  of  the  new  report  cards 
adopted  this  year  for  the  elementary  school.  I  should 
like  to  emphasize  that  a  great  deal  of  study  and 
thought  was  devoted  to  the  development  of  this  card. 
Hundreds  of  different  cards  were  studied  by  the 
teachers  of  Union  No.  20  and  the  card  which  was  de¬ 
veloped  was  the  result  of  the  combined  opinion  of  all 
the  teachers.  This  card  was  used  last  year  in  grades 
1-3  with  apparent  success,  some  improvements  were 
made,  and  it  is  being  tried  in  grades  1-6  this  year. 
The  purpose  of  any  rank  card  is  to  give  the  parent  a 
clean  understanding  of  his  child’s  progress  in  all 
phases  of  the  school  program,  including  his  develop¬ 
ment  in  those  very  important  characteristics  which  we 
group  under  “citizenship.”  We  feel  that  it  is  a  mis¬ 
take  to  grade  elementary  children  with  the  usual  A, 
B,  C,  etc.,  because: 

1.  It  gives  the  parent  no  indication  whether  the 
child  is  working  up  to  his  capacity,  and 

2.  It  tends  to  develop  competition  for  marks  which 
is  not  beneficial  at  this  age. 

It  is  true  that  the  old  method  worked  well  for  the  child 
of  high  mental  capacity,  but  we  do  not  believe  that  any 
child  who  works  up  to  his  capacity  should  be  penalized 
with  low  marks.  We  shall  welcome  constructive  criticism 
of  this  card  throughout  the  year,  and  shall  be  glad  to 
change  any  part  of  it  if  the  change  will  improve  the  card 
as  a  conveyor  of  information  to  the  parents. 

CONCLUSION 

In  concluding  my  fourth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  School  Committee, 
the  townspeople,  principals,  and  teachers  for  their  support 
and  cooperation  over  the  last  four  years.  With  cooperation 
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we  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  in  building  a  splendid 
physical  plant  and  in  improving  the  educational  methods 
in  that  plant.  As  long  as  this  cooperative  spirit  is  main¬ 
tained,  we  shall  continue  to  make  progress  in  this  most 
important  of  work — education.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Paul  A.  Morris 


It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  review  the  report  I 
made  a  year  ago  and  discover  the  statements  made  in  it 
are  still  true.  A  restatement  of  some  of  its  points,  and 
more  emphasis  placed  on  some  others,  makes  it  apply  accu¬ 
rately  to  our  school  today. 

For  a  town  of  our  population  we  have  one  of  the  out¬ 
standing  small  schools  in  the  Commonwealth.  A  school 
is  measured  by  certain  educational  criteria,  such  as  physi¬ 
cal  plant,  furnishings,  courses  offered,  textbooks  used, 
training  and  experience  of  teachers,  percentages  of  drop¬ 
outs  and  graduates,  percentages  of  graduates  continuing 
educational  pursuits,  etc.  Measured  by  these  standards 
Harwich  stands  well.  Even  by  the  much  publicized  ques¬ 
tionnaire  of  Life  Magazine,  little  Harwich  rates  as  an 
average  school  in  the  entire  nation,  and  on  the  questions 
over  which  we  in  the  school  have  control,  we  rate  a  high 
average. 

Every  once  in  a  while  we  find  the  same  old  rumor  run¬ 
ning  around  that  graduates  of  our  school  cannot  go  to 
college  without  going  to  prep  school.  I  would  like  to  state 
very  clearly  that  the  rumor  is  not  true.  Not  only  is  it  a 
fact  that  our  graduate  can  go  to  college,  but  also  it  is  a 
fact  that  they  do  go  to  college  without  going  to  prep 
school.  Of  the  twenty-six  graduates  in  the  class  of  1950, 
eleven  took  the  college  course,  and  twelve  have  continued 
their  education  in  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

The  reason  we  have  a  good  school  is  because  we  have 
an  excellent  teaching  staff.  Our  teachers  are  conscientious 
men  and  women,  well  skilled  for  their  work,  who  unite  as 
a  team  to  accomplish  the  educational  aims  to  which  we 
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aspire.  We  have  no  internal  dissention  nor  jealousy,  but 
rather  mutual  helpfulness  with  a  cooperative  spirit  which 
often  goes  over  and  above  the  call  of  duty  to  get  things 
done  as  we  want  to  have  them  done  in  Harwich.  I  have 
recently  made  a  study  of  the  continuity  of  instruction  in 
the  departments  of  our  school.  I  find  that  it  has  been  to 
our  advantage  to  keep  our  experienced  teachers.  Do  you 
realize  that  since  Miss  Farnsworth  completed  her  sixteen 
years  of  work  with  us,  that  we  have  had  seven  different 
English  teachers.  Do  you  know  that  since  our  work  in 
Home  Economics  started  fourteen  years  ago,  we  have  had 
ten  different  teachers.  The  school  cannot  do  its  best  for 
children  that  way.  We  should  make  our  work  situation 
as  attractive  as  that  in  any  part  of  the  state,  so  that  our 
good  teachers  will  stay  with  us. 

A  public  high  school  exists  for  two  purposes:  First,  to 
teach  the  basic  fundamentals  of  American  education  on 
the  high  school  level;  and  second,  to  teach  democratic  citi¬ 
zenship. 

In  carrying  out  our  first  objective,  notice  that  the  edu¬ 
cational  procedures  should  be  at  the  high  school  level.  The 
school  is  not  a  penal  institution,  nor  is  it  a  welfare  organ¬ 
ization  ;  a  tutorial  school ;  or  a  glorified  baby-sitting  plan. 
It  has  a  level  of  normality — normal  children,  normal  in¬ 
telligence,  application,  instruction,  situations,  give  nor¬ 
mal  results.  The  evidence  of  this  is  very  apparent,  by  the 
normal  type  of  person  in  town,  and  the  records  of  those 
who  have  gone  on  to  further  training,  and  have  left  us. 

Our  second  objective,  that  of  teaching  democratic  citi¬ 
zenship,  imposes  four  services  on  schools. 

The  first  and  greatest  task  is  to  provide  an  enlightened 
citizenry  in  order  that  self-government  may  work.  To  be 
long-lived,  Republics  must  invest  in  education.  It  has  suc¬ 
ceeded.  Our  more  perfect  union  has  established  justice  and 
domestic  tranquility,  and  received  the  blessings  of  liberty. 

The  second  service  is  to  create  and  maintain  national 
unity.  Unity  has  been  created  out  of  diversity,  nationalism 
out  of  particularism.  Americans  have  a  peoples  common 
language  with  which  to  voice  a  peoples  common  heritage. 

The  third  service  imposed  on  the  public  school  is  what 
is  known  as  Americanism.  Millions  of  immigrants  have 
poured  into  America.  No  other  people  has  ever  absorbed 
such  large  or  varied  stocks  so  rapidly.  Those  millions  have 


become  American  in  language,  in  ways  of  life  and  thought, 
in  citizenship,  because  of  the  public  school. 

The  fourth  service  has  been  to  teach  to  “live  and  learn 
equality” ;  all  being  subject  to  the  same  educational  pro¬ 
cesses  and  the  same  disciplines.  On  the  playground  and 
the  athletic  field,  the  same  code  has  ruled,  with  the  reward 
of  honor  and  applause  heartfully  given  to  the  achieve¬ 
ments  to  which  all  could  aspire  equally. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  express  appreciation  to  all  those 
citizens,  who,  through  their  interest  in  our  work  and 
problems,  have  helped  us  to  carry  on. 

REPORT  OF 

THE  HARWICH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Ethalene  R.  Nickerson,  Principal 


In  this,  my  annual  report,  I  wish  to  present  a  brief 
explanation  of  our  new  rank  cards,  and  also  to  enter  a  plea 
for  the  return  of  our  remedial  room,  and  the  addition  of 
more  classrooms. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  we  found  an  in¬ 
crease  in  our  membership  of  twenty-five  children.  This 
made  it  necessary  to  operate  two  first,  two  second,  two 
third,  and  two  sixth  grades.  This  left  us  a  fifth  grade  of 
forty-eight  and  a  fourth  grade  of  forty-three  pupils.  All 
our  classrooms  were  taken,  so  the  only  way  to  care  for 
the  over-flow  was  to  use  our  remedial  room  for  a  combina¬ 
tion  fourth  and  fifth  grade. 

We  all  know  that  the  extent  and  rate  of  development 
in  children  vary.  This  may  be  observed  in  the  home  where 
one  child  walks  at  eight  months  and  another  at  twelve 
months.  A  similar  variation  is  seen  in  talking,  so  it  is 
understandable  that  the  mental  growth  of  children  varies 
similarly.  It  is  because  of  this  variation  in  mental  de¬ 
velopment  that  many  of  our  children  need  help  outside 
the  regular  classroom.  I  personally  give  as  much  time  as 
possible  to  this  remedial  work,  but  that  is  far  from  suffi¬ 
cient.  To  meet  this  need  in  September,  1951,  we  should 
be  provided  with  this  room  where  children  can  progress 
at  their  own  educational  level.  Provision  should  also  be 
made  for  our  crowded  fourth  and  fifth  grades. 
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During  the  past  two  years,  the  elementary  teachers  of 
Union  No.  20  have  worked  on  two  projects.  Once  each 
month  we  have  met  with  Mrs.  Melvin  C.  Knight  to  study 
and  plan  a  course  in  English  for  the  first  six  grades.  Those 
meetings  have  been  very  successful,  and  this  year  the 
same  group  is  meeting  to  study  and  discuss  other  subjects 
in  the  curriculum. 

Our  second  project  was  the  study  of  modern  report 
cards.  More  and  more  educators  are  convinced  that  ele¬ 
mentary  teachers  have  no  way  of  obtaining  the  hard,  cold 
facts  necessary  to  rate  a  small  child  A,  B,  C,  etc.  We  know 
that  the  child’s  work  is  satisfactory  or  not  satisfactory. 
We  know  whether  he  is  working  up  to  his  capacity  and 
whether  there  is  improvement  in  his  work.  With  the  com¬ 
bined  agreement  of  all  the  teachers  in  the  four  towns,  we 
drew  up  a  card  which  was  used  last  year  in  the  first  three 
grades.  This  card  was  received  with  favorable  comments 
by  the  parents.  You  will  see  that  the  different  subjects 
are  broken  down  in  ranking.  We  felt  that  the  parent  should 
know  the  point  in  each  subject  where  the  child  is  weak 
or  strong.  Below  the  scholarship  record  is  found  an  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  symbol  used  in  ranking.  As  the  citizen¬ 
ship  of  a  child  has  a  very  noticeable  influence  on  his  work, 
we  felt  it  would  be  well  to  place  a  Citizenship  Record  with 
an  explanatory  note  on  the  back  of  the  card.  This  year 
this  type  of  report  card  is  an  experiment  as  far  as  the 
upper  grades  are  concerned.  If,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
parents  have  found  it  unsatisfactory,  Mr.  Hoyt  will  be 
glad  to  hear  any  criticism  and  make  any  practical  revision. 

REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 

David  0.  Lynch 


How  long  have  children  and  young  people  been  recog¬ 
nized  as  individuals?  How  much  information  concerning 
human  variations  has  been  accumulated?  A  quick  survey 
over  the  past  2500  years  provides  a  brief,  but  convincing 
answer. 

About  450  B.C.,  Socrates  was  concerned  with  the  nature 
of  the  individual  and  his  place  in  social  organization.  Plato 
recognized  the  individual  in  his  Republic.  Quintilian,  a 
Roman  teacher,  said  “It  is  generally,  and  not  without 
reason,  regarded  as  an  excellent  quality  in  a  master  to 


observe  accurately  the  difference  of  ability  in  those  whom 
he  has  undertaken  to  instruct,  and  to  ascertain  in  what 
direction  the  nature  of  each  particularly  inclines  him ;  for 
there  is  in  talent  an  incredible  variety,  and  the  forms  of 
mind  are  not  less  varied  than  those  of  bodies/’ 

Vitorrino  da  Feltre  of  Mautua,  Italy,  conducted  a  school 
in  the  15th  century.  He  ignored  class  differences  and  con¬ 
centrated  on  ability  differences,  adapting  his  teaching  to 
individuals. 

John  Locke,  17th  century  English  philosopher,  recog¬ 
nized  the  importance  of  studying  individual  children. 
Rousseau,  18th  century  French  philosopher,  considered  the 
use  of  children’s  native  talents  to  guide  instruction  almost 
self-evident. 

Francis  Galton,  an  English  scientist,  made  a  study  of 
977  eminent  men  to  determine  if  they  had  eminent  fathers, 
brothers,  and  sons.  He  devised  tests  to  determine  differ¬ 
ences  in  the  various  senses.  Binet,  a  Frenchman,  brought 
forth  the  first  intelligence  scale  in  1905.  Terman,  an  Amer¬ 
ican,  revised  the  scale  and  made  it  a  basic  instrument  for 
studying  individual  differences  in  1916. 

Thus,  the  speculations  of  philosophers  have  slowly  been 
confirmed  by  the  scientists.  Individuals  do  exist.  We  now 
know  his  general  characteristics,  specific  traits,  we  have 
developed  numerous  methods  for  helping  him  achieve  his 
own  uniqueness. 

Guidance  is  an  attempt  to  put  into  educational  practice 
a  respect  for  the  individual,  his  personality,  his  interests, 
his  peculiar  urges  and  ambitions.  It  is  an  attempt  to  de¬ 
velop  an  educational  technique  of  working  with  individuals 
rather  than  loose  groups  or  age  classes. 

We  use  the  inventory  folder  on  all  grade  levels  to  gather 
information  relating  to  the  individual  in  order  to  assist 
the  teacher  to  acquire  helpful  information  quickly.  This 
year  the  sixth  grade  teachers  took  their  completed  folders 
to  the  Junior  High  School  and  met  with  the  teachers  there 
in  an  attempt  to  make  the  transition  from  the  sixth  to 
the  seventh  grade  an  easier  task  for  the  pupils.  The  experi¬ 
ment  evidenced  much  value  and  will  be  continued  in  the 
future. 

Standardized  tests  in  reading,  a  12  grade  school  achieve¬ 
ment  test,  scholastic  capacity  tests,  mechanical  aptitude, 
clerical  aptitude,  musical  aptitude,  art  aptitude,  manual 
dexterity,  vocational  interest  inventories,  personality  in- 
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ventories,  and  spatial  relations  aptitude  are  used  to  gather 
information  about  the  individual  and  the  results  are  placed 
in  the  pupil  folders. 

One  or  more  counseling  interviews  are  furnished  for 
each  high  school  pupil  each  year.  The  eighth  graders  are 
counseled  before  the  selection  of  high  school  subjects. 
It  is  planned  to  send  to  the  parents  the  recommendation 
of  the  guidance  director  so  that  all  concerned  will  know 
what  is  best  for  the  pupil. 

Occupational  information  is  still  being  gathered.  As 
soon  as  it  is  possible  to  secure  pupil  clerical  assistance,  this 
practice  will  provide  valuable  office  experience  and  much 
more  information  for  our  files.  Career  Day  is  planned  for 
Chatham  High  School  on  March  14,  1951,  and  again  we 
will  have  twenty  or  more  specialists  to  furnish  inspiration 
and  information  for  our  pupils. 

Placements  in  further  education  and  on  jobs  continues 
at  a  higher  level  than  last  year.  Field  trips  are  made  with 
pupils  to  acquaint  them  with  the  facts  not  obtainable  from 
printed  material. 

A  follow-up  study  has  been  made  of  our  1949  high 
school  graduates  and  we  have  learned  that  almost  100% 
have  carried  out  plans  made  in  high  school  and  are  well 
satisfied  with  the  results.  Our  college  preparation  seems 
adequate  but  most  of  the  college  students  say  that  typing 
should  be  required  of  all  high  school  pupils  planning  a 
college  career.  Our  commercial  training  is  good  enough 
for  our  pupils  to  pass  Civil  Service  exams,  but  some 
graduates  claim  that  business  machine  instruction  would 
be  very  helpful.  The  social  studies  seem  to  need  revitaliza¬ 
tion.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  free  comment  added  to 
the  survey  blanks  which  is  hard  to  tabulate  but  most 
valuable  when  studied  and  acted  upon  by  the  teachers 
and  administration. 

Life  adjustment  classes  are  no  longer  under  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  guidance  director  but  are  left  to  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  high  school  principal.  The  activity  in  this 
area  is  under  the  scrutiny  of  the  State  Committee  on 
Life  Adjustment  which  is  a  part  of  the  National  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  has  done  some  excellent  work  with  our 
physically  handicapped  pupils.  Mr.  Wm.  King  of  New  Bed-

ford  is  the  representative  for  this  area  and  he  has  been 
most  conscientious  in  following  out  his  duties. 

The  guidance  attitude  of  the  teachers  is  growing  more 
intense.  This  is  especially  noticed  when  a  teacher  takes 
graduate  work  in  guidance.  More  people,  in  and  out  of  the 
schools,  have  accepted  the  idea  that  adequate  education 
is  individualized  education  and  requires  the  information 
furnished  by  the  Guidance  Service.  The  cooperation  of  the 
teachers  with  the  guidance  activity  is  excellent.  Pains¬ 
taking  contributions  to  the  individual  folders  and  early 
referral  of  problems  to  the  guidance  director  has  resulted 
in  a  much  more  valuable  program. 

Parents  are  again  invited  to  present  their  school  prob¬ 
lem  to  the  Guidance  director.  We  can  all  work  together  to 
improve  individual  adjustment  and  the  educational  pro¬ 
gram. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


Each  year  in  the  town  of  Harwich  proves  to  be  a  better 
one  than  the  year  before  regarding  interest  and  results 
on  the  part  of  the  children  of  all  grades  in  the  field  of 
Art.  It  is  a  happy  experience  for  an  adult  to  see  children 
create.  If  a  parent  provides  materials  for  them  at  home — 
i.e.,  crayons,  paint,  and  paper,  he  will  see  the  child  create. 
From  a  blank  sheet  of  paper  (a  difficult  thing  for  anyone 
to  face  without  an  idea!)  you  will  see  a  thought  or  idea 
evolve  through  the  medium  of  crayon  or  paint. 

The  opportunity  for  parents  interested  in  art  at  home 
seems  to  be  unlimited  with  the  many  different  media  avail¬ 
able  for  creative  expression. 

As  the  children  are  older,  and  there  is  more  time  for 
art  classes,  other  materials  are  available,  such  as  clay, 
tempera,  linoleum,  construction  paper,  and  oil  and  textile 
paint.  Here,  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  pupils 
make  their  own  choices  in  materials,  with  perhaps  a  little 
outside  stimulation  for  ideas. 

The  time  element  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Union 
makes  it  difficult  to  do  much  more  than  work  with  crayon. 
However,  almost  all  of  the  teachers  of  the  grades  provide 
projects  and  related  work  for  their  children  correlating 
with  their  social  studies,  etc.  In  this,  the  children  do  a 
large  part  of  the  work. 
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This  year,  the  High  School  art  class  (combining  those 
interested  in  grades  9  through  12)  is  an  actively  interested 
group,  and  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with.  The  number  of 
pupils  choosing  art  is  increasing  each  year. 

The  most  important  phase  of  the  art  activities  in 
every  grade  and  age  group  is  the  child’s  growth,  and  a 
knowledge  of  the  fact  that  his  own  worthwhile  efforts 
are  appreciated.  The  student’s  results  are  not  measured 
by  a  pre-set  scale — rather  he  is  allowed  t®  progress  at  his 
own  rate  and  is  judged  by  his  ability,  interest  and  effort. 

A  comparison  of  the  work  of  the  children  of  Harwich 
with  other  schools  in  the  Union  and  on  the  Cape,  may  be 
seen  each  year  in  June  at  the  exhibit  of  art  work  of 
schools  sponsored  and  held  in  the  gallery  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Art  Association  in  Hyannis.

REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

HARWICH 

The  study  of  instrumental  music  in  Harwich  begins 
in  the  first  and  second  grades.  All  possible  rhythmical 
combinations  are  written  on  the  blackboard.  The  pupils 
first  clap  these  rhythms  with  their  hands  and  later  play 
and  ring  them  using  the  various  rhythm  instruments. 

The  study  of  the  Symphonet  is  taken  in  the  third  grade. 
The  pupils  receive  instruction  in  note  reading  and  play¬ 
ing  which  is  extremely  beneficial  for  further  instrumental 
study. 

In  an  effort  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  a  greater  majority 
of  pupils,  the  Harmonica  Band  has  been  introduced  into 
the  fourth  grade.  The  pupils  read  notes,  and  their  Band 
is  an  organization  to  be  proud  of,  as  a  real  team  and  musi¬ 
cal  organization. 

Also  beginning  in  the  fourth  grade,  the  children  are 
allowed  to  choose  an  instrument  to  study,  and  in  most 
cases,  receive  class  instruction. 

The  pupils  studying  in  the  Elementary  School  are  as 
follows : 
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(8)  Violins 

(3)  Clarinets 
(2)  Flutes 

(4)  Trumpets 
(1)  Saxaphone 
(1)  Trombone 

The  High  School  Orchestra  is  in  actuality  an  Elemen¬ 
tary  School  Orchestra.  It  consists  of  18  members,  15  of 
whom  began  studying  their  respective  instruments  last 
year  and  have  made  rapid  progress.  It  would,  however,  be 
unfair  to  expect  these  pupils  to  play  the  type  of  music 
expected  from  a  High  School  Orchestra  until  they  have 
gained  a  few  years’  experience. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Morris,  Mrs.  Nickerson,  and 
all  the  pupils  for  their  splendid  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC

Town  of  Harwich : 

Boys  and  girls  in  the  schools  of  Harwich  really  enjoy 
their  music !  It  is  evidenced  more  and  more  as  each  week 
goes  by  and  the  musical  achievements  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  mount  up  through  the  mastery  of  the  various  songs 
with  their  tone,  time  and  theory  problems  and  the  finished 
product  enthusiastically  presented  on  my  weekly  visit  to 
each  class. 

I  realize — as  most  of  the  parents  and  school  board 
members  do — that  a  great  part  of  this  is  due  to  the  earn¬ 
est,  devoted,  and  inspirational  zeal  of  the  class  room 
teacher,  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  that  we  have  such  an 
efficient  corps. 

The  outstanding  result  of  last  school  year’s  work  in 
music  was  unquestionably  the  spring  concert  in  which 
every  grade  performed  from  the  two  first  grades  right 
through  and  including  the  High  School  Girls’  Glee  Club 
and  the  Mixed  Chorus.  In  this,  the  development  of  the 
child’s  singing  voice  and  the  furthering  of  his  musical 
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knowledge  and  attainment  was  delightfully  exhibited 
through  the  presentation  of  the  rote  songs  of  Grades  one 
and  two;  note  reading  songs  of  Grades  three  and  four; 
two  part  work  of  Grades  five  and  six;  three  part  work  of 
Grades  six,  seven,  and  eight,  and  the  lovely  harmonies  of 
the  Girls’  Glee  Club — climaxed  at  the  end  by  the  High 
School. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  in  America  now — more  than  ever 
— there  is  an  exceedingly  widespread  interest  in  music. 
Musical  organizations,  ranging  all  the  way  from  preten¬ 
tious  and  costly  Symphony  Orchestras,  Opera  Companies, 
and  Choral  Societies  to  our  own  small  town  Bands,  Glee 
Clubs,  and  Church  Choirs,  flourish  everywhere. 

Conservatories  and  Schools  of  Music  are  filled  to  over¬ 
flowing,  and  independent  music  teachers  find  little  diffi¬ 
culty  in  attracting  all  the  pupils  they  can  handle.  Our 
public  schools  are  not  only  introducing  music  into  their 
programs  of  studies,  but  are  busily  enlarging  their  curri¬ 
cular  offerings  in  the  field. 

This  can  mean  only  one  thing.  It  means  that  we  are 
coming  to  see  that  musical  culture  can  play  a  great  part 
and  possess  a  great  value  in  human  living;  that  musical 
education,  whether  given  formally  by  teachers,  or  infor¬ 
mally  by  concert  courses,  by  participation  in  musical  or¬ 
ganizations,  and  so  on,  is  exceedingly  desirable.

REPORTS  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS 
Arthur  J.  D’Elia,  M.D. 


All  children  in  grades  seven  through  twelve  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  found  to  be,  with  few  exceptions,  in  good 
physical  condition.  The  only  defects  seemed  to  be  minor 
ones  which  could  be  easily  corrected — carious  teeth,  en¬ 
larged  tonsils  and  defective  posture. 
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Both  girls’  and  boys’  basketball  squads  were  given  extra 
examinations  and  both  were  found  to  be  in  good  physical 
condition  as  a  group.

A  different  procedure  in  the  physical  examination  of 
pupils  in  the  Harwich  Elementary  School  was  instituted 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  With  the  approval  of 
the  School  Committee  and  hearty  co-operation  of  Mr.  Her¬ 
bert  H.  Hoyt,  Supt.,  and  Mrs.  Clarence  Nickerson,  Prin¬ 
cipal,  each  pupil  is  being  given  a  complete  examination, 
and  because  of  its  completeness  one  of  the  parents  is 
required  to  be  present. 

Examinations  are  made  by  appointment  arranged  by 
Miss  Adelyn  Peabody,  R.N.,  our  school  nurse,  who  also  is 
present  at  the  examination  and  who  by  her  wide  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  family  history  contributes  largely  to  the  ex¬ 
aminer’s  effort.  Not  many  children  can  be  examined  in  one 
.  day  because  of  the  time  consumed. 

Too  few  children  have  been  examined  as  this  report  is 
written  to  permit  statistical  study  or  detailed  analysis  of 
our  findings,  but  it  is  possible  to  record  impressions. 

Malnutrition  as  such  is  not  common.  Not  a  few  defects, 
some  important,  have  been  discovered  and,  in  every  in¬ 
stance,  something  of  which  the  parent  was  ignorant. 
Happily  many  of  them  can  be  overcome.  The  most  fre¬ 
quently  encountered  disease  is  rachitis,  or  rickets  as  it  is 
generally  known.  The  pity  of  it  is  that  this  disease  need 
not  exist.  Adequate  administration  of  a  reliable  prepara¬ 
tion  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  will  prevent  its  development,  and, 
better  still,  will  cure  it. 

Parental  interest  is  most  gratifying  and  may  well  be 
illustrated  by  the  fact  that  several  parents  have  paid  for 
transportation  to  be  present  at  the  examination. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE  FOR  1950 


Physical  and  Dental  Examinations  made  as  usual — as 
well  as  Eye  Tests  and  Ear  Tests.  Corrections  made  as 
needed. 

Children  seen  for  minor  accidents  and  illnesses,  206. 
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35  children  taken  home.  5  children  sent  to  Camp  Farley. 
Inspections  of  Heads — re-checks. 

Chadwick  Clinic — conducted  by  the  Traveling  Unit  from 
Pocasset.  Forty  children,  teachers,  lunchroom  workers, 
X-rayed. 

Crippled  Children  Clinic.  Two  for  minor  corrections.  One 
Clinic  for  Eyes. 

Three  classes  at  High  School  in  Bed  Making  and  in 
Bathing  the  Baby. 

Christmas  Dinner  given  at  the  Old  Chase  House.  Names 
of  children  provided  by  the  Nurse.  Clothes  and  shoes  sup¬ 
plied  by  Nurse  and  Town.  Free  lunches  provided  by  the 
Harwich  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  as  well  as  Cod  Liver 
Oil  for  pre-school  and  school  children. 

Fluorine  Treatment  was  given  to  children — with  signed 
permission — by  Mrs.  Alice  Dalzel  of  the  State  Dept.  Re¬ 
sults  cannot  be  determined  at  present. 

The  Dental  Clinic  conducted  by  Dr.  McIntosh  seems  to 
be  really  popular,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  have  children 
walk  in  without  appointment  and  ask  to  have  their  teeth  * 
filled  or  pulled.  Starting  the  New  Year,  Dr.  McIntosh  will 
be  able  to  come  every  week  so  that  he  may  accomplish 
more.  Nine  or  ten  children  are  seen  each  Clinic  Day,  but 
have  to  return  many  times. 

It  is  important  to  preserve  the  first  teeth  in  good  con¬ 
dition  until  it  is  time  for  them  to  make  way  for  the  per¬ 
manent  ones.  The  baby  molars  must  do  the  chewing  until 
the  permanent  successors  arrive.  Another  responsibility 
for  baby  teeth  is  to  guide  the  permanent  teeth  into  their 
proper  places. 

It  is  well  to  have  the  children  visit  a  Dentist  before 
entering  school  so  that  fear  of  Dentist  may  be  prevented, 
the  child  taken  to  him  before  painful  work  needs  to  be 
done,  and  he  enabled  to  detect  the  first  signs  of  crooked 
teeth  and  cavities.
